PROJECT 


American Opinion Roused 


HOPE FROM PREMIER'S 
SPEECH 


Widespread ‘interest is being manifested in the progress 
of the Jewish Army project, especially in view of the Prime 
Ministers statement in Parliament on Tuesday on .man- 
power. It is generally regarded now as certain that. in 
the light of what Mr. Churchill said, the project for a 
Jewish fighting force will soon be proceeded with by the 
Government. 

The general Press in New York is strongly urging the 
claims of the Jews to a national army of their own. The 
appointment of a local Jewish Army Committee, to begin 
a campaign in New York to urge the British Government 
to create a Palestine Jewish Army, to fight under its own 
flag. is reported in the New York Times and the Herap- 
TRIBUNE, 

[he interventionist afternoon paper, PM. urges in a lead- 
ing article that facilities under the Lease-Lend Act should 
be extended to a Jewish Army. 

* Halt a millton unarmed Jews are now trapped in Pales- 
tine, neatly pocketed and handy for murder and torture 
when and if the. Nazis catch up with them,” savs PM. 

“ The Nazis are next door but one to the west in Libva. 
and next door but one in the Crimea,” the journal goes on. 
“ that is what makes so tragic Britain's announcement a 
few days ago that it can no longer abide by the pledge 
to create a Jewish Army in the Near East. because there 
is not sufficient military equipment available. 

~ Palestine has 50,000 trained soldiers,” savs PM. “ and 
every one of these has as much reason to hate Hitler as 
an\ people on earth.” 

Mr. Boake Carter, well-known broadcaster and columnist. 
accuses Britain of having mishandled the Palestine Mandate 
and with now denying Palestinian Jews their clear right to 
heht under their own flag. 


“ Military Sympathetic—Diplomats Obstructive ” 


British military opinion in Palestine was sympathetic to 
the Jewish Army project, declared Mr. David Ben Gurion, 
President of the Jewish Agency Executive in Palestine, 
who is on a visit to the U.S.A., but British diplomats 
“ deliberately obstructed Jewish efforts. even when Britain 
was being aided.” 

Expressing the conviction that Jewish opinion in the U.S.A. 
can influence the British Government ‘to grant Jewish demands 
in Palestine, Mr. Ben Gurion ridiculed the -assertion of the 
Colonial Office that the necessity for sending arms to Russia 
had made the formation of a Jewish Army impossible. The 
Jewish Agency believed, he said, that. the formation of a 
Jewish Army would serve to increase British military equip- 
ment in the Middle East. 

Mr. Ben Gurion and Mr. Emanuel Neuman have had con- 
ferences with high Government officials in the U.S.A. on the 
subject of, the Jewish Army. Both seemed satisfied with the 
results of their interviews, reports the J.T.A. 

Judge Louis Levinthal, President of the Zionist Organisation 
of America, has made an appeal to American public opinion 
on the question of a Jewish fighting force, asking Americans 
to bring their influence to bear on the British Government to 
permit its organisation. Echoing Mr. Ben Gurion’s statement, 
he asserted that while Mr. Churchill had approved the plan 
over a year ago, “ British bureaucrats had caused the project 
to be abandoned.” 

Resolutions demanding. the immediate. establishment of a 
Jewish Army, and the full implementation of the promise of 
a Jewish National Home in Palestine, were passed at the Con- 
vention of the. Junior Hadassah held in Boston, U.S.A.. last 
week. (Similar demands were made by the American National 
Labour Committee for Palestine and the Inter-American Jewish 
Conference, whose conventions in New York and Baltimore 
respectively are reported elsewhere in these columns), 

An all-party Jewish delegation in Buenos Aires has visited 
the British Minister to Argentina and handed him a memoran- 
dum, for transmission to the British Government, asking for the 
establishment of a Jewish Army, reports the N.Z.O. 


NAZIS HAVE A BRAINWAVE 


_ Nazi Press comment has appeared on the Jewish Army project 
in England. For example, the OsrseezerruNG Srerriner 
GENERAL ANzEIGER discusses the refusal by the British to form 
such an Army. 

Not only the English but also the Jews, declares this German 
paper, understand the reason why the British Government acts 
like this. Collaboration between Jews and plutocrats, it asserts, 
is evident once more: “Churchill and his clique do their 
Jewish allies a favour by allowing them to show their military 
ardour without accepting them, This is exactly what the Jews 
preps, because they want to gain by the war and not to fight 

it. 


“NEW ORDER” IN 
EASTERN EUROPE 


Murder, Pestilence, 
and Famine 


Further details are now available of the ghastly massacre 
in Kiev, following the Nazi occupation of the city recently, 
It is now stated that about 52,000 Jewish and non-Jewish 
men; women, and children were murdered in cold blood. 
The city, according to reports of fugitives quoted in the 
Soviet paper Rep Star, was “one huge “Nazi torture 
chamber.” 

Ihe murders were carried out on the orders of the Gestapo, 
and thousands were killed every day. Wholesale looting took 
place as the occupying troops ransacked the buildings which 


had escaped the great fires started by the Russians. Money, 


jewels, fur coats, and clothing belonging to the Jews were taken. 
Citizens were slaughtered indiscriminately. In one round-up 
the Germans seized the first hundred. persons they came across, 
drove them into a pit which had already been mined and blew 
them up. Another group of Kiev residents were forced to 
gather up the shreds of human bodies after the explosions ; 
then they. too. were shot. Bodies of murdered people were 
left to rot in the main street of the city 

All indications go to show that the Kiev massacre was no 
isolated incident: and that similar measures, though on a 
smaller scale. have been taken in other conquered towns. 

In the village of Malina, in the Zhitomir region,*the Nazis 
arrested 129 inhabitants, among them more than 30 women with 
children. After keeping the arrested people in the open in 
the courtvard of a furniture factory for a number of days they 
shot all the adults with machine-guns and automatic rifles. They 
then threw the children‘*on to the corpses and buried them alive. 


Typhus Epidemic 

The German Government has deported a number of Jewish 
doctors from the Third Reich to the new ghettoes in the Bartic 
States. in Kovno. Wilno, and Riga, to help combat the typhus 
epidemic raging there. 

A new typhus epidemic has broken out in Lublin. The Nazi 
Krakavern ZEtTUNG attributes it to the action of a Jewish 
woman, who is alleged to have escaped tiom the ghetto and 
staved with a Polish tamily with whom she was on triendly 
terms. This is in line with repeated Nazi attempts to blame 
the Jews for the rapid spread of typhus in Poland. 

After alleging that the new Lwow ghetto (to which all the 
Jews of the city must move by next Friday) was creatéd “ for 
hygienic reasons,” the Nazis now say that its main object 1s 
to isolate Jewish speculators.” 

In spite of their allegations that the Jews “ spread typhus,” 
the Nazis are still busy confiscating Jewish property. In. the 
Tarnow district, in Galicia, they have begun a systematic search 
in Jewish houses for warm overcoats, boots, underwear, and 
quilts, for dispatch to the soldiers fighting on the Russian front. 
In Lwow, Jews sent to the ghetto have been ordered to leave 
their homes intact. In the Miechow district, whence all Jews 
are being expelled, the local authorities have received instructions 
to register Jewish belongings, which will be placed at the disposat 
of Nazi settlers brought from Germany. 


Millions Facing Death From Hunger 


An article on the food propvlem in the occupied European 
countries in the Deutsche Wer, an important Nazi military 
paper, admits that “ millions of people will face death from 
hunger this winter.” Agricultural experts declare that German- 
controlled Europe requires over 25,000,000 tons of grain to 
see it through the winter. This year’s harvest ts estimated to 
be between 12,500,000 and 15,000,000 tons. The Germans will 
take the bulk of it for themselves and their army in the east. 
As a result, the majority of the population is doomed to 
starvation, 

[Three Jews have been executed by public hanging in 
Poznan, Poland, for obtaining bread without .ration cards. 

A list of foodstuffs, which, under a special decree of the 
Minister of Agriculture in the Czech Protectorate, must not 
be sold or given free of charge to Jews in Bohemia and 
Moravia, is published in the JuepiscHe NaCHRICHTENBLATT, of 
Prague. The list includes amy kind of fruit, whether fresh, 
dried, or otherwise preserved, marmalade, jam, cheese, sweets, 
and sweet dishes, fish and fish products, any kind of poultry or 
game, whether fresh or tinned. The prohibition applies to 
growers, producers, manufacturers, traders, and consumers, 

A Jew named Lipe Pasternak has been sentenced in Jassy to 
five years’ imprisonment for having been found in possession 
of an egg. The Jew was charged with sabotaging a regulation 
forbidding Rumanian Jews to eat eggs. 

In a home for Jewish children in the Warsaw ghetto, no 
fewer than 155 children, of a total of 607, have died from 
Starvation during the past three months. 


THE ROSENBERG PLAN 


The new Reich Ministef fo: the occupied Russian territory, 
Alfred Rosenberg, is believed to have evolyed a plan to “ per- 
suade "' American Jewry to finance his scheme to establish on 
Russian territory a huge reservation for Europe's Jews. He 
contemplates reducing the Jews in his proposed reservation 
to starvation, and to issue ap ultimatum to American Jews to 
step in and save them from perishing. 


PUT OUT FIRE IN BOMBER 


Heroism 16,000 Feet Up 
Gains D.F.M. 


Sergeant Air Gunner Aubrey Weldon, R.A.F., the 25- 
year-old youngest son of Mr. Louts Weldon (of 56, Lord 
Street, Southport), one of the founders of the new South- 
port Synagogue and a Governor of the 
Southport Infirmary, has been awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Medal “for con- 
spicuous bravery and resourcefulness in 
air operations Over enemy territory.” 

The bomber in which he was acting as 
chief wireless operator was hit in a rand over 
Mannheim, and Weldon used his hands to 
beat out the resultant fire, after rescuing the 
injured rear-gunner. The rear turret and the 
back of the fuselage became filled with smoke 
from burning fabric and he finally put out 
the fire with an extinguisher. He then tricd 
to get the damaged turret in working order again. but could not 
because it was jammed. All this work was carried out at a 
height of 16,000 feet in a temperature of minus 25 dee: ces 
centigrade and without an oxygen supply 

He js the first Southport Jew to gain a decoration in this war 

Born in Southport in. 1916, he was educated at Kine Georee 
V School and later became a solicitor at the age of 21 He 
volunteered when war broke out, and gained his stripes and 
air-gunners wing within ten months. His 19 operational trips 
have included some over Berlin

18B SUCCESSFULLY DEFENDED 
Debate on Address 
HOME SECRETARY’S FIRM REPLY 


On a motion for an amendment to the Loyal Address, 
moved by Sir Irving Albery (Con., Gravesend), and seconded 
by Commander Sir Archibald Southby (Con., Epsom), M.P.s 
last week debated the Defence Regulations and particularly 
the famous Regulation 18s. ' 

Sir Irving Albery, in the course of his speech, expressed 
his fear that the Home Secretary in fact acted on the advice of 
the Security Department in deciding on 18p cases. Whereas 
the Gestapo in Germany was efljcient and expert in finding out 
who opposed the Government and did not make many mistakes, 
our own Security Department was not trained to be efficient 
in that respect. After referring to two examples of the kind of 
cases which had been brought to his attention, one a daughter 
whose loyalty was vouched for by her parents and the other 
a woman of 63 who had been temporarily released by the 
Home Secretary on account of the illness of her husband, aged 
67. Sir Irving suggested remedies. The first was described as 
taking note of the Liversedge judgment and of his (Sir Irving's) 
previous observations to the effect that the present Regulation 
does not give the safeguards which the House believed it had 
when it approved it. The other alternative he suggested was 
that where the Home Secretary disagreed with the recommenda- 
tion of the Advisory Committee the case be 
select Committee of the House. 

After the’ amendment had been seconded Mr 
rence (Lab.. Edinburgh) and the Attorney-General dealt with 
he points raised and among other speakers Mr. Spens (Con., 
Ashford) recalled the supporters of the amendment to present 
realities. “The Home Secretary, he reminded them, ts responsible 
for the safety of the Realm in these matters. Important as ts 
the liberty of the subject, the safety of the Realm must take 
precedence. 

In a comprehensive reply the Home Secretary explained the 
advantages. and safeguards in the present regulations. Un- 
pleasant though 1 mizht be and obnoxious to British traditions 
it was vital to the security’ of the country

VALUABLE HELP BY FOREIGNERS 
Smooth Wirking Scheme 


Mr. Ralph Assheton, Parliamentary Secretary. to the Ministry 
of Labour, answering Mr. W. Dobbie (Lab., Rotherhan?), said 
fhe Government recognise that in the foreign population of 
this country we have a valuable addivion to our man- ana 
woman-power, of which the most effective use should be made, 
with the same wage standards and working conditions and the 
same social services as those which apply to British subjects 
doing the same work. Certain sccurity safeguards are widispen- 
sable, such as a special permit for some kinds of work: more- 
over, as in the case of. British subjects, the employment which 
can be oftered is not always of the kind to which thé individual 
concerned has been accustomed. No genuinely = triendly 
loreigner ts debarred from eetting a permit, and since the 
general measures of internment affected many who are entirely 
friendly to the Allied cause there is no ground for regarding 
a oman with suspicion on account of imternment trom: which 
he has been released. The International Labour Branch of the 

Ministry of Labou, was set up for the purpose of finding 
employment for foreign workers, and there .was recently a 
special registration of foreigners of several. nationalities and 

special Employment Exchanges have been established for their 
assistance Ihe Government training schemes for munrtion 
work are open to them. IT may mention also that duly qualified 
foreign docters have been accepted for work for the duration 
of the war in hospitals and similar services The result up 
to the present is that in addition to service in Armed Forces, 
many thousands of toreign men and women are making a most 

useful contribution to our war eflert in many fields It 1s 
remarkable how smoothly. this. process of absorption has taken 
place in spite of differences of language and custom. and my 
raht hon. Friend looks forward to the continued co-operation 

Of British emplovers and workpeople in. the Government's 
ellort to develop this contribution to the utmost possible extent

REFUGEE GRANTS TOTAL £857,009 


Hiome Secretary on Decrease in Number 
Requiring Assistance 


(By our Lobby Correspondent) 


The Home, Secretary described refugee relief in written 
reply to Wink ommander James (C., Wellingborough) who 
inquired the total sum grantea to voluntary organisations who 
had been befriending refugees from Nazi oppression, and also 
asked when, in view of the absorption into industry and into 
other spheres of profitable occupation of large numbers of 
refugees, it was the intention of the Government to review the 
position. 

Mr. Morrison replied: The total sum paid to_ these 
Organisations from January 1940, up to October 31, 1941, is 
£857,526. Of this total £653,178 represents payments to the 
Central Council for Jewish Refugees, £102,485 to the Christian 
Council for Refugees, and £18,192 to the Scottish National 
Council for Refugees. The balance represents payments to 
about 120 separate organisations, the maximum amount being 
about £7,500, and the remainder, with 14 exceptions, being less 
than £1,000. The current rates of grant are, in the case of 
administration 75 per cent. and in the case of maintenance, 
either 100 per cent of the actual expenditure in accordance 
with assessments made by the Assistance Board or in special 
cases, where the organisation desires to supplement the rates 
which rank for grant, 50 per cent. of certain standard rates. 
I am glad to say that, as a result of the causes mentioned by 
my hon. Friend, the number of persons requiring assistance 
is steadily decreasing and the whole position is under con- 
tinuous review by the Home Office both in connection with the 
Preparation of the estimates for each year and otherwise.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE WEALTH OF MAN 


VER since the early days of human society, man has 
acquired possessions. They who gain more than they 
need are called rich; they who have less are the poor. 
There are many ‘stages of riches and of poverty, for 
there is no norm. But to-day, as always, wealth is measured 
by what a man can call his own. Personal possessions are 
called riches. What a man has in common with others is 
not his wealth. He is not judged by them. It is only 
those things that can be seen and estimated and placed 
and turned into money which make him who has more 
than he needs rich, and him who has little of them poor. 
In theory there are other possessions to be valued: power, 
character, genius, spiritual force, craftsmanship. But for 


the mass of men throughout the world and in all ages, 


these are held to be worth little without the external 
goods by which one man is known from his neighbour. 

One protest has been on the lips of prophets and sages 
and saints of all peoples: against the faise sense of values 
which blinds and confuses men to-day as it has always 
done. We Jews have had a larger share of these protesting 
voices than other peoples; yet the Jew is no better than 
his neighbours. Wars, persecutions, famine, expulsions, 
homelessness, massacre, bondage—who has suffered these 
plagues as has the Jew? Still he has not learned his lesson. 
He may talk of priceless possessions; but it is just because 
they are priceless that he passes them by. That which has 
no price has no value. 


HE Jew is to be blamed more than others only because 
deep down he has a fine spiritual sense, if he would 
only cultivate it, and because he has inherited the loftiest 
spiritual teachings of the world to accept and to follow. 
Otherwise the Jew is like others. Men are still encouraged 
to measure one another by the external things they possess, 
because these are safeguarded by the law. What a man 
Owns is his, it is sacred to him. Moreover, money can. buy 
sO many things; money can protect a man from so many 
evils. Money can give power and often for good. Money 
can bring leisure and make accessible beautiful things. 
Now the prophet and the sage and the saint would be 
unable to turn a deaf ear to such arguments if personal 
possessions went always with learning. and piety, with the 
unselfish and the generous spirit, with the modest 
bearing and the love of humanity. But because it is 
rare to find these human qualities with the possession 
of wealth, the old voices out of the past still raise their 
protest to the modern world in many tongues. Ecclesiastes 
said: “He that loveth silver shall not be satisfied with 
silver.” Countless utterances come to the mind, but last 
and most solemn of all the old words: “* In death man shall 
take naught with him; his glory shall not descend after him.” 
There have been times in Jewish history when the Jew had 
so little and could earn so little that he was able to set 
up a new aristocracy of learning in which personal wealth 
had no place. But the more he came into contact with 
the world, the more readily he joinéd in the accursed race 
for gain, and forgot the teachings and warnings of his 
fathers. To-day the Jew is looked ‘upon as the typical 
materialist! Is there any irony so terrible, so tragic as this? 


N the last few years, countless of our people have lost 

all their possessions, all those things. for which 
they toiled and suffered and sacrificed. Even in this blessed 
land many thousands of families have suffered a similar 
fate. Throfighout most countries of Europe to-day, there 
are famine, murder, pillage, deportation, and robbery so 
ruthless and so unjust that no punishments could atone 
for them. Here too, the half of a man’s income is handed 
over, without protest-or-complaint, to carry on the war. 
All of us are poorer than we were—poorer, that is, in 
personal possessions. But are we really poorer? Are we 
truly deprived of the wealth that is real, abiding wealth? 
Is not the real, abiding wealth of a people its ideals, its 
traditions, its history, its national character, its reputation, 
its good name among the nations? Are not the achieve- 
ments of the scientists, the great lawyers, the physicians, 
the artists, the men of. letters—all those who have set 
before their countrymen the great imponderables of life-— 
are not these the priceless possessions of a people, price- 
less because they.cannot be bought or sold? Nor can they 
be destroyed, The material sources of pride may be levelled 
to the ground; the outward signs of their ideals, the wit- 
nesses in stone or in books, may be bombed or burned. 
But the real wealth can only be destroyed by the people 
themselves, by neglect or by forgetfulness, or by setting 
up other and lower and less significant things in their place. 


OW many thousands have discovered of late that to be 
able to live in freedom and at peace is worth the whole 
of the bitter price’ by which it has been gained! How 
many have been forced to realise that there is no true 
relationship between our material possessions and inner 
contentment! Yet again how many will to-day admit that 
they have been slaves to their possessions and that there 
can be no freedom without emancipation from this bondage! 
When shall we learn these lessons? This war is granting 
us a new opportunity. “He that loveth silver shall not 
be satisfied with silver.” No, there is no real satisfaction 
in it for those who have the smallest particle of the Jewish 
heritage in their worldly outlook. No real satisfaction. 
For what there is to be found, ts not abiding; it is not sure; 
it is never beyond the winds of circumstance. If one seek 
only that which is upon the earth or beneath it, of what 
use is it.to raise the eyes upwards at all? Poor, deluded, 
and blind, that is what we are. If others will not raise 
their eyes, let us remember that we are of the children 
of Israel. We had an aristocracy when most of the other 
peoples were still savages. If the spiritual treasures of 
mankind do not still belong to us of what value to this 
struggling, suffering world of to-day can be the Jewish 
people at all? We hope no longer for a personal redeemer. 
Redemption is the task of each one of us. Israel was 
endowed with a mighty power. It is not really spent. It 
only needs reviving. If we still believe in ourselves, we 
may still teach the modern world wherein lies its true 
wealth, If we still believe in God, we cannot fail.

MR. EDWARD PORTER 


Services to Sefardi Charities 


The Spanish and Portuguese Congregation has lost a well- 
respected official in the death, which occurred at High Wycombe 
last week, of Mr. Edward Porter, Secretary of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Board of Guardians. Mr. Porter was actively asso- 
ciated with congregational affairs and held among other ollices 
that of Treasurer of the Sefardi Charities Aid Society: He was 
also Vice-President of the Aid Society of the Jewish Aged 
Needy Pension Society. He is survived by his wife and a son. 

Mr. Gapriet Costa writes: Edward Porter was one of the 
few communal officials whe definitely withheld themselves from 
the limelight; from the days of his boyhood, he had been 
distinguished by a gentleness, a kindliness, and a warmth of 
heart that accorded so well with his administrative dutics. 
Typical of the English Jew, a patriot to the core, he was saying 
to me only a few weeks ago, “ If the country wants me—though 
I am no longer young—why, I'll be as ready to serve as I did 
in the last war. And so, too, will my wife. We have a lot to 
thank this country for.” .An official dispenser of charity, he 
brought to bear upon a none-too-thankful task a warm and 
understanding heart. Edward Porter was a Setardi “ by 
adoption,” quite an authority on the congregational minhag, 
and with a more meticulous regard fo; tradition arid usage than 
many a Sefardi born. His widow is a daughter of the late I. L. 
Defries, the well-bcloved Beadle of the Great Synagogue. 


MR. MONTAGUE HEINEMANN 
New Zealand Public Worker 


By the death of Mr. Montague M. Heinemann on October .25 
the watch-making and jewellery trade of New Zealand has lost 
one of its oldest and best known figures. 

The late Mr. Heinemann was born in London in 1878, went 
to New Zealand with his parents in 1895, settling in Dunedin, 
where his father, the late Dr. Wolf Heinemann, took up the 
position of Professor of Languages at Otago University. Mr. 
Heinemann began his business career in the retail jewellery 
trade, and later transferred his interest to the wholesale side. 
He formed, in Wellington, the Retail Jewellers’ Association, 
as a .consequience of which there was held in 1917 the first 
Dominion Conference of the Jewellery Trade, of which he was 
Hon. Secretary and Treasurer. -He represented the trade on the 
Council of the Wellington Chamber of Commerce for some I5 
years. He was instrumental in having the gift coupon scheme 
abolished, and in squashing the “ itinerant auctioneers.” 

In Jewish communal affairs Mr. Heinemann was for ten years 
Hon. Secretary. of the Dunedin Hebrew Congregation In 
Wellington he served on the Board of Management of the 
Congregation for 2% years, being Treasurer for 11 years and 
President for three years. Be ts survived by, his wife, three 
sons (one of whom, Licut. E. L. Harvey, is serving with the 
Australian Imperial Forces), and three daughters. 


MR. HENRY S. BENJAMIN 


THe Rev. Erpuram Levine writes: 

Mr. Henry S. Benjamin, who passed away last week at the 
age of 82. was the last surviving son of the late Solomon 
Benjamin, at one time a prominent member of the Bayswate: 
Synagogue, and, like his brother, David Benjamin, one of the 
early proneers of Australia. Henry Benjamin was’ a member 
of the Board of Management of the New West End Synagoguc 
and a regular worshipper. For many years he was Treasurer ot 
the Notting Hill Jewish Lads’ Club.

THE DECLINE OF ZIONISM 


Why The Leaders Have Failed 
JEWISH ARMY IMPASSE 
The Crowning Blunder 


As briefly reported under “ Cheltenham ™ in the Provincial 
News in this paper, a Zionist meeting, the first, it was claimed, 
ever held in Cheltenham, was addressed on Sunday by Mr. 
Samuel Landman on “ The Official Attitude to Zionism,” Dr. H. 
D. Goldfoot presiding. 

Mr. Landman reterred to the catastrophic change in the 
standing of the Zionist Organisation in the cyes of the British 
Government during the last twenty years. It was the duty of 
every responsible Zionist to seek the why and wherefore of this 
tragic downfall. No doubt external conditions contributed to 
make the task of the Zionist leaders much more difhcult, but 
could it be said that they themselves were [ree from blame? 
Might it not be a great advantage to ask whether there were not 
radical mistakes in political strategy and tactics which could 
account tor the fact that the whole of the tremendous goodwill 
with which they started was now almost entirely dissipated? Dr. 
James Parkes, who had made a special study of the subject and 
who was by no means unfriendly to our people, had thrown some 
light on this problem. He had stated that “ in the political field 
of Zionism there are as yet no successes to record comparable to 
those in the economic and social fields. Zionists have achieved 
neither inner political stability among themselves nor statesman- 
ship in dealing with external problems.’ Other friendly observers 
had expressed the same opinion. The fundamental error seemed 
to be the meek acceptance by the Zionist leadership of the 
guiding principle which governed British policy in Palestine, 
namely, that nothing could be done in that country except after 
obtaining agreement. The one great Zionist leader who had, 
from the outset, pointed out the mortal danger of accepting this 
principle was scorned and reviled and kept at arm's length. Even 
the advice of the present Prime Minister was ignored. Mr. 
Churchill had stated publicly that, “ if we (the British Govern- 
ment) had not the goodwill and agreement of the Arabs, we must 
look to othe: means in that country to discharge our policy and 
this can only be found in the strong armament of the Jewish 
po ulation and the main reliance of the British administration in 
Paiestine upon Jewish miltary strength.” It was for advocating 
just such a policy as this against the Zionist leaders’ blind in- 
sistence on a policy of yielding that Jabotinsky and _ the 
Revisionists had been treated as ouicasts and fascists. Now, 
when it was almost too late, the Zionist leaders also advocated 
“ Jewish military strength.” 


Twenty Years of Weakness 


The red light had been shown on many occasions, but all the 
Zionist leaders had done was to continue their extremely valuable 
economic and social tasks. forgetting that the political aim was 
foundational and that without a political basis the other achieve. 
ments were in the graves: danger. The record of two decades of 
weakness and yielding was not calculated to obtain from the 
British Government the desired results in regard to the request 
for a Jewish Army. 

Referring to the summary of the correspondence which had 
recently been published regarding these negotiations, the speaker 


- gard that no one could read the letter of the President of the 


Zionist Organisation without deep feelings of shame and humilia- 
tion. The whole episode reflected little credit upon the political 
Sagacity of those who had conducted the negotiations. Having 
succeeded in obtaining an acceptance in principle, it was un- 
pardonable to have failed to secure the implementing of that 
accepiance. He hoped and believed that it was not too late to 
take up the matter again with the Authorities, but new and more 
skilful negotiators would have to be found. He contrasted the 
fatal secrecy which had surrounded these negotiations for more

“TIME THE JEWS WERE LED BY 
A WOMAN” 


Mr. A. L. Easterman Agrees 


Mr. A. L. Easterman addressed a meeting of women Zionists 
held on Tuesday at the Anglo-Palestinian Club, when Mrs. 
Tina Bloch, Chairman of the Propaganda Committee of the 
F.W.Z., presided. 

Mr. Easterman won instant support from an audience com- 
posed almost exclusively of women (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE 
correspondent) when he stated that a _ distinguished Jewess, 
whose fame has been won not in Jewish but in world spheres, 
had recently expressed the view to him that it was time that 
the Jews were led by a woman. Mr. Easterman declared him- 
self to be more than ready to follow the Queen of the Jews, and 
as later in his address he referred to the measures taken by 
himself and other prominent Zionists to deal with the situation 
of the Jewish people as “ footling around for SO years,” it 
would seem evident that the change of Jewish leadership 
suggested to him impressed him favourably!  . 

The speaker described the dire plight of the Jewish people, 
which had never in the whole course of their history been so 
critical or so apparently without hope. It was a mistake to 
imagine that this ghastly tragedy was the work only of the 
Nazis, who were the inhuman, brutish instrument of its execu- 
tion. Only because six or seven years ago the world lost its 
moral sense, and refused to observe the most clementary 
principles of human feeling when the Nazi bestiality burst upon 
the Jewish people, had Hitler been possible. There would have 
been no Hitler, no war, if the democracies of Great Britain, 
France, and the United States had heeded the fate of the irst 
victims of aggression. 

Jewish complacency plus non-Jewish indifference were the 
factors responsible for their present plight. It was odd, con- 
tinued Mr. Easterman, that, in a war against the greatest 
military might, when every ounce of man and woman power 
was being called upon, there was no equipment for a Jewish 
army. But in spite of this and other matters, they must go 
forward not with tears, or with protests, or with. indignation, 
but with a well-balanced. and carefully planned solution of their 
world problem for the whole of the Jewish people, a blue-print 
for Jewish reconstruction. 


TOWN-PLANNING OF FIRST FARM CITY 


Compiete Pians Received 


Professor Alexander Klein, architect and town-planner, has 
sent from Haifa to the Jewish National Fund in London the 
completed plans for the first Farm City to be established on 
Jewish National Fund land south of Nathanya It will be 
recalled that 242 participants in the Biuitish Isles have taken 
plots in this Farm City. 

A certain part of the land ts to be made the centre of the 
city, on which will be established the cultural and educational 
institutions, such as the Synagogue, public hall and cinema, 


’ school and kindergarten, and sports grounds. To the south of 


this communal centre will be the business area, a small market 
with shops, the central stores and agricultural co-operative, and 
small building sites for offices, for a small medical centre, 
surgery, dispensary, etc., and restaurant. The business centre 
is on the main street traversing the city, and leading from the 
eastern border road to the beach foreshore. 

At the entrance to the city will be a petrol pumping station, 
garages, workshops, and a restaurant for those using the 
Herzlia-Nathanya high-road. On the dunes are to be hotels 
and boarding-houses in places which offer natural access to the 
sea, and on the seashore provision will be made for bathing 
huts.

American Jewish Labour’s Demands 
RAISING A MILLION DOLLARS 


One million dollars is to be raised for Palestine during 
1942 by the American National Labour Committee for 
Palestine, by the terms of a resolution passed at the 17th 
annual convention of the Committee held in New York 
last week, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

The Convention adopted a three-point programme for world 
Jewry after the war. The first provision is that Jews shall be 
guaranteed the right to work and to live in any country in 
which they may reside, and that all Jews should have the right 
after the war to return to their countries of origin. They must 
also be permitted in all countries to retain their Jewish identity 
and to develop Jewish culture and religion. 

Ihe second point is that the area of Palestine open for Jewish 
settlement should be enlarged in order to make possible the 
immigration of millions of Jews ruined by the war. Until 
then, the resolution demands, Palestine must continue under 
the Mandate in its original form based on the Balfour Declara- 
tion, and no change in the status of Palestine must be made 
without Jewish participation. 

The third point in the programme reiterates the demand for 
the immediate establishment of a Jewish Army to fight side by 
side with the Allies, 


J.N.F. “ VICTORY” CONFERENCE IN U.S.A, 
American Senator Urges Supporti of National Home 


Both Britain and the United States must support the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine, declared Senator Claude Pepper, 
member of the United States Senate Committee for Foreign 
Relations, at a Jewish National Fund “Land for Victory ” 
Conference held in New York on Sunday, which was attended 
by 1,500 delegates. 

The Conference passed a_ resolution calling on American 
Jewry to contribute during 1942 a sufficient. sum for the pur- 
chase of 40,000 dunams of land in Palestine and demanding 
the implementation of the promise of a Jewish National Home 
in that country. 

Speakers at’ the Conterence included Judge Louis Levinthal, 
President of the Zionist Organisation of America, Mr. David 
Wertheim, Secretary of the Poale Zion, Mr. Pierre van Paassen, 
well-known writer, and Dr. Israel Goldstein, President of the 
J.N.F. of America. The Conference ‘marked the fortieth 
anniversary of the J.N.F. 


ZIONISM IN AMERICA 
Its Structure and Progress 


In his lecture on the Zionist Movement of America at the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club on Monday evening, Mr. Lavy Bakstan- 
sky, Secretary of the British Zionist Federation, gave an 
account of the proceedings of the recent annual convention 
of the Zionist Organisation of America at Cincinnati. 

That convention, he said, had served aotice upon the Anglo- 
American front that American Zionists expected at the end 
of this war a radical solution of the Jewish problem and that 
they would not rest content until they had secured Palestine as 
the Jewish National Home. 

Describing the structure of American Zionism, Mr. Bakstansky 
said that as a result of the recent membership campaign, scores 
of thousands of Jews had been added to the ranks of organised 
Zionism in America, including the Zionist Organisation of 
America, Hadassah, the Zionist Youth Organisations, and the 
Zionist partics.. The Bnai Brith, with a membership of 
120,000, was closely associated with the movement for the 
rebuilding of Palestine. The Hechalutz movement in America 
had many hundreds of members, some of whom were training 
on special farms, preparing for settlement in Palestine after 
the war. 

In addition to over $3,000,000 which the United Palestine 
Appeal had. derived this year from the United Jewish Appeal 
of America, well over $400,000 was raised for the Histadrut 
by the Gewerkshaften campaign. 

Dealing with the Zionist front in America, the speaker 
described the crisis through which American Zionism had 
been passing since the beginning of the war. With the expan-* 
sion of the Z.O. in America, a new generation had enlisted and 
there were the usual problems associated with the contact of 
different generations Matters were brought to a head at 
Cincinnati, where a public forum was afforded for the dis- 
cussion of the issues which had divided American Zionism. 
As a result of this convention, unity had been established on 
the most fundamental questions and their American movement 
had, in consequence, ,.cmerged from Cincinnati united in its 
determination to hasten the realisation of the Zionist ideal.

To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sik,—-Dr. Cecil Roth, in his letter in your issue of Novem- 
ber 28, appears to have overlooked the fact that we Jews are 
living im a free country, and that however much different 
sections of the general Community may cherish their own 
traditional relationships, including that of religion, we have no 
right whatever to stigmatise as traitors those who may deter- 
mine to attach themselves to another religious group. 

We may indeed deplore it, but have we not greater reason, as 
Dr. Roth points out, to deplore the fact that our own attitude 
to religion, with its incomparable emphasis on social rectitude, 
should not be sufficiently manifested to those secking spiritual 
comradeship? 

1 am fully alive to the fact that a Jew is much more than one 
who subscribes to the Jewish faith. Membership of a group 
subjected to age-long persecution creates a very definite demand 
on the loyalty of its constituents. 

But this loyalty surely does not inhibit freedom of thought 
on matters religious and philosophic. 

If Dr. Roth has reason to believe that the missionaries in 
Oxford are taking an unfair advantage of the refugees’ 
unfortunate plight, he would have good reason to complain, 
but has he such evidence? . 

Dr. Roth's letter brings one at least this much comfort —he 
has: placed it on record that the Oxford Jewish Communal 
Centre is fulfilling the highest tradition of Judaism, the exercise 
of charity without inquisition

THE “QUISLINGS” AT BERLIN 
Jew-Laws Discussed 


The “co-ordination of anti-Jewish measures” was one 
of the subjects discussed by the puppet States at the reeent 
Berlin Anti-Comintern Conference, according to reports 
reaching London. 

Goebbels has now directed his propaganda machine to 
* instruct " people in Germany and the occupied countries that 
the renewal of the Anti-Comintern Pact signifies not only the 
strengthening of the anti-Communist crusade, but also of the 
anti-Jewish campaign. 

To add fuel to the anti-Jewish campaign, the Nazis have 
already “* found ” a document which is receiving wide publicity, 
and which sets out the contents of an alleged memorandum 
prepared by the American Jewish Congress for the next Peace 
Conference, and advocating the sterilisation of all Germans on 
the ground that only the disappearance of the Gesman people 
can secure permanent peace for the world. 


BELGIAN JEWS DEPORTED TO 
POLAND 


The Nazi Commissioner for Belgium has ordered the 
deportation to the ghettoes in Poland of all Jews of Polish 
origin. Even naturalised Jews of Polish origin who have 
Belgian-born children are not exempt. The first group 
of 82 Jewish families has already been deported from 
Antwerp to the ghetto in Krasznik. 

Reports from Poland indicate that deportees, who include all 
age-groups, are being simply dumped into the already over- 
crowded ghettoes, where there is possibility of providing 
shelter against the bitter winter, or food or clothing. Nor is 
there at present any possibility of outside assistance. 

Widespread knowledge among German Jews of the fate 
awaiting deportees is responsible for the fact that 250 Berlin 
Jews committed suicide in the course of a single day after 
receiving their deportation notices. This figure does not by any 
means constitute the total number of suicides attributable to this 
CcCatise 

An instance of the cynicalgmanner in which the deportations 
are carried out is seen in thé fact that whereas deportees were 
notiied that they would be permitted to take 100 marks with 
them, when one transport left Berl, S.S. men boarded the 
train and, declaring that 10 marks was the permitted maximum, 
robbed each victim of 90 marks. 

BELGIANS FEED STARVING JEWS 

Despite repeated warnings not to supply food to starving 
Jews, non-Jews in Belgium continue to inore the Nazi orders 
The Nazis have now therefore threatened Jews with internment 
in forced labour camps, and with the death penalty, if they 
secretly obtained food in excess of their meagre rations. 

Ordered by German decree to indicate that his business was 
Jewish-owned, a well-known Liége optician loyally obeyed the 
instruction. In.his shop- window he displayed a notice bearing 
the usual inscription, “ Jewish Concern “—followed by the 
words, “ As you have all known for a long time,” . 

Any Jew “ loitering " even for a moment in the streets of 
Antwerp will in future be liable to arrest, according to informa- 
tion reaching Belgian circles in London. 


NAZI HOLIDAY 


To mark the anniversary of the destgyiction of the Synagogues 
in the Third Reich during the pogrom days of November, 1938, 
Nazis at Rawicz, in occupied Poland, blew up the local 
Synagogue. 


THE BADGE OF COURAGE 


The attitude towards 
German “ Aryans,” men 


Jews of considerable numbers of 
and women, in Stuttgart is worrying 
the local Nazi leaders. Many Stuttgart “ Aryans” refuse to 
allow Jews, and especially Jewesses, to vacate their seats for 
them in tram-cars, and frequently “ Aryans’ offer their own 
seats .to aged Jewesses, although they can no longer plead 
ignorance of the fact that they are performing acts of courtesy 
to members of the Jewish race, since Jews and Jewesses now 
wear the compulsory Shield of David badges. Worse still, 
complain the Nazis. more and more “ Aryans” greet Jews in 
the streets in a friendly manner and actually shake hands with 
them. One “ Aryan” woman was overheard—says a Stuttgart 
Nazi paper—telling a Jew that tt required more courage to 
go about wearing the Jewish badge than to go to fight in. the 
front line. 

The Nazi plan to check this “evil ts to segregate the Jews 
still more closely and to forbid all fete, to enter public vehicles 
or to have any relations with “ Aryans. 

Christian clergy in Germany who seek to alleviate the lot of 
baptised Jews are invited by the Scuwarze Korps to follow 
the baptised Jews to the ghetto.” 


EX-GERMANS 


A Nazi decree deprives all Jews of the Third Reich and the 

“ Protectorate " of Bohemia and Moravia now living abroad 
of their German or Czech nationality. Future Jewish emigrants 
will automatically lose their nationality. Emigrants’ capital and 
property left in Germany is to be confiscated. The decree also 
applies to Jews of all other occupied territories already incor- 
porated in the Third Reich. 


MANDEL SERIOUSLY ILL 


M. Georges Mandel, former French Minister of the Interior, 
whg is detained in the fortress of Portalet, on the Pyrenees 
frontier, is seriously ill, according to a report in the Free French 
newspaper FRANCE. Details are lacking, but it is stated that his 
condition is causing “ the gravest concern.

THE ORIGINAL QUISLING © 


A new anti-Jewish law for Norway, worked out jointly by 
the Quisling administration and the German occupation 
authorities, is to come into force towards the end of next month, 
the SoctaL Demoxraten, of Stockholm, reports. Jews will be 
obliged to wear the Magen David badge, as in the Reich, and 
will be forbidden to practise as doctors or lawyers, or to work 
in the artistic professions.

THEIR “ CRIME” 


Two Jews and cight Jewesses have been sentenced to death in 
Warsaw for having left the ghetto without rmission. 

A London-born Jew named Gustaf Israel Heymann has beech 
sentenced to death in Koenigsberg for “crimes against the 
German economy,” the KoentosserGer ALLGEeMeINE ZEITUNG 
reports. Heymann is alleged to have lived since the outbreak 
of war without a ration card and without disclosing that he 
was a Jew. When arrested, he was described as being “ busy 
storing food for the winter and to be in possession of butter, 
meat, and a duck.” He looked “ well fed '"—apparently a 
heinous offence for a Jew in Germany. 


DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITY FOR POLISH 
JEWISH OFFICIALS IN RUSSIA 


The Polish Government in London has been informed by 
M. Kot, the Polish Ambassador at Kuibyshev, that the Soviet 
Government has granted diplomatic immunity to the 15 newly- 
appointed Polish officials who are attached directly or aw 
to the Polish Embassy in Russia. They include Messrs. Jacob 
Ehrlich, Victor Alter, and Axel Zeideman. Some of them wil! act 
as representatives of the Polish Embassy in handling the affairs 
of Polish Jews at points where released deportees, internees, and 
prisoners are congregating 

It is stated that severe winter weather in Russia has made still 
more urgent the need for supplying released internees with warm 
clothing, which the Soviet is unable to supply in sufficient quanti- 
ties because of the overriding needs of the Red Army. Food sup- 
plies, however. are available in more ample stocks.

farge numbers of Polish Jews have joined the Polish Force 
in Russia, according to reports from Kuibyshev.

* JEW-LAW ” FOR THE U.S.A, ? 
American Nazis’ Proposal 


Laws resembling the anti-Jewish regulations of Nazi 
Germany are suggested for the United States in an editorial 
in the German-language newspaper Der STAATS-ANZEIGER, 
of Bismarck, Nortn Dakota. It gives a pointer to the lines 

which American Nazis are thinking. 

rging the solving of the Jewish problem in America “in a 
sensible way,” the writer cites a number of Jewish “ sins,” and 
then suggests the promulgation of a law providing that “ any 
person who acquired American citizenship by birth or 
naturalisation, but who at the same time also belongs—because 
of religious or nationalistic reasons—to another nation or 
national group which is advocating and developing dangerous 
principles,” is not to occupy any public or advisory post in 
Government or State offices. 

A doctor belonging to the proscribed category is to treat 
patients of his nationality only. The same is to applied to 
lawyers, bankers, and dentists. Such persons may serve in the 
army and navy as a soldier of the lowest rank only, and may 
not be owners of or partners in large business enterprises. 
Those possessing property or capital valued at more than 
$500,000 would have their belongings gradually confiscated for 
the State within a period of ten years. 

The article suggests penaltics of from two tq fifteen years’ 
imprisonment for breaches of the propostd law. But it does 
not suggest that it is the American Nazis who “ belong to 
another nation or national group which is advocating and 
developing dangerous principles’! 


* A REAL MENACE ” 


“Anti-Semitism has increased in America in the last few 
years, and is to-day a real menace,’ declared Mr. L. Bakstansky, 
General Secretary of the Zionist Federation of Great. Britain 
and Ireland, addressing the Anglo-Palestinian Club last week on 
the subject of “ The United States, American Jewry, and the 
World Crisis.” Mr. A. L. Easterman presided. 

The anti-Semites in America, said Mr. Bakstansky, looked to 
Lindbergh for their leadership: and although Lindbergh had 
tried to dissociate himself from the anti-Jewish movement, his 
followers openly admitted their anti-Semitism. Lindbergh had 
recently suffered a setback, but one must not assume that he 
was entirely finished. Even in Congress there were about 50 
anti-Semitic members who were very active. 


AMERICAN JEWS AND THE PEACE 
CONFERENCE 
A United Leadership Urged 


The establishment of a united Jewish representation, author- 
ised to speak on behalf of the Jewish people at the Peace Con- 
ference, was one of the points urged at the Inter-American 
Jewish Conference, which concluded in Baltimore .last weck. 
The gathering expressed the view that no efiort to solve the 
Jewish problem could be successful without consultation with 
a democratically elected Jewish leadership. 

The demand for.a Jewish military unit to fight side by side 
with the Allies, and for a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine, 
was reitetated, and the conference (as reported in THe Jewtsu 
CHRONICLE last week) urged all American Jewish organtsations 
to continue maximum aid for Britain. 

Reports were given by a number of delegates on the methods 
adopted for combating the anti-Semitic activities of Nazi agents 
in Latin America. A resolution was passed pledging the con- 


ference to continue the fight against anti-Semitic influences in 


the Western hemisphere. rE 

It was decided to establish a permanent organisation, the 
“ Inter-American Jewish Council,” which will meet every two 
. years. 


PERU AND VENEZUELA MAY ACCEPT 
REFUGEES 

Inspired by the progress of the Jewish refugee settlement in 
the Dominican Republic, the Governments of Peru and Vene- 
zucla have approached Jewish leaders in New York with a view 
to discussing the possib:lity of opening the doors of these two 
countries also 

This was disclosed by Mi. James N. Rosenberg, Chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the Dommican: Republic Settle- 
ment Association, at a gathering of Jewish leaders fiom all 
over the United States. . 

Mr. Rosenberg announced that the Board of Directors. of 
the Association had decided to raise an additional $600,000 in 
1942 for the constructive settlement work which is now being 
conducted in Sosua in the Dominican Republic. “The importance 
of Jewish settlement work in the Republic was emphasised in 
messages received from Mr. Myron C. Taylor, U.S.A. 
Ambassador to the Vatican, and from Governor Lehman, of 
New York. 


DUTCH WEST INDIES.—-Eighty-six Jewish refugees travel- 
ling in the Spanish ship Cabo Hernos have at last been per- 
mitted to land in Curacao. as the result of a special. order by 
the Dutch Government in London. This unhappy human cargo 
had been denied access to all the South American ports the ship 
had visited. The stay of the refugees in Curacao will be 
temporary, pending other immigration arrangements. 

In a simple but impressive ceremony attended by many 
refugees, reports the Netherlands Government Information 
Bureau, a refugee who had died after a long illness aggravated 
by the miseries ofthe seemingly endless trip around the oceans, 
was buried in Curacao recently. The burial took place in the 
centuries-old Jewish cemetery where lic the remains of many 
other refugees who had escaped from Europe during previous 
eras of terrorism, and who found their last rest in Dutch soil.

(W.T.B.), was indubitably a Jew and it has been suggested 
he was also the founder of the Agence Havas. 

It is only natural that in the development of the news service 
all over the world Jews should take a vital share—in. business 
and finance they had long recognised the immense value of early 
and reliable information. Hts astonishingly well-developed news 
service, one of the secrets of his continued success on the Stock 
Exchange, enabled Nathan Mayer Rotnschild to bring the 
British Government the first news of Waterloo—and he was 
ridiculed. 
Rothschild who. two days before the official confirmation had 
reached the Japanese Embassy, informed the English public, 
by way of the Dairy Matt, that a great naval battle had been 
fought at Tsushima in which the Japanese had annihilated the 
Russian Fleet. The Rothschilds liked to receive news long 
before anyone else, even if it was not of commercial value: 
Edward VII gave strict orders that the Lord Mayor of London 
should be the first to hear of the postponement of the Corona- 
tion; but somehow this news too reached New Court earlier 
than the Guildhall. 

One of the great successes of Reuters was in 1865, when they 
were two days ahead with the momentous news of Abraham 
Lincoin's assassination; and it was on a Reuter cable from 
South Africa that in 1900 London went “ mafficking.”

Reuter, a household word in every part of the world 
where businessmen are dependent on ramd information and 
newspapers are read, has recently itself been in the news: 
the Press Association, who were the sole holders of the 
shares of Reuters Ltd., decided, in co-operation with the 
Newspaper Proprietors’ Association, to enter into common 
and equal partnership in Reuters and to set up a Reuters 
Trust. 

The founder of that world-wide organisation was a Jew 
and his name was Israel Beer Josaphat before it became 
Julius Reuter and in 1871 Baron de Reuter. Twenty years 
later, as a special distinction, Queen Victoria gave to him 
and his descendants permission to use the Saxe-Coburg 
title in the United Kingdom. 

When a bank clerk in Hanoverian Goettingen he made 
the acquaintance of Karl Friedrich Gauss, who since 1833 
had been experimenting on his electgo-magnetic telegraph. 
Reuter, realising the value of speed, recognised that something 
might emerge which was suited not merely to the carrying of 
messages from sender to addressee, but also 
of information and news collected at one point in the quickest 
way to another 

At that time, and in point of fact until the eighteen-fifties, 
all the news that was published in the Press came to Fleet 
Street by mail, at best by special messengers or carrier-pigcons ; 
even THe Times received telegrams only on the most important 
occasions, and a regular service of press telegrams did not exist. 

His first néws agency Julius Reuter founded in Ajx-la- 
Chapelle, because it was at this point that the French and 
Prussian telegraph lines met. After the completion of the 
Dover-Calais cable in 1851 the main oflice was transferred 
to London (1, Royal Exchange). 

Success was long delayed. In the beginning the new venture 
had to concentrate on commercial intelligence, but for all 
dealers in stocks it soon became a necessity to subscribe to 
the Latest Prices from the Continental bourses. Later com- 
modity prices were added but the Press still held aloof from 
political news and for some time the first client, the MORNING 
ADVERTISER, remained the only one. 

Real success, however, came suddenly and compensated for 
the years of waiting. when on January 1, 1859, THe Times pub- 
lished as a Reuter telegram the report of Napoleon the Third’s 
conversation with the Austrian Ambassador, Baron de Huebner. 
In the course of the New Year's audience the Emperor had 
remarked to the Envoy, “I regret that the relations between 
our two countries are not more satisfactory,” and these ominous 
words, spoken at 1 p.m., were contained in a Third Edition of 
Tue Times which was published an hour later—and it was this 
Imperial sentence which. made James de Rothschild. parody 
Napoleon's former L’empire c'est la paix into “ L’empire 
c'est la baisse.” 

Soon all newspapers, first in England and then all over the 
world, subscribed to Reuter. [n order to obtain more rapidly 
market prices and economic, political, and general news, con- 
cessions were acquired to establish telegraphic connections 
where they did not already exist. In 1866 Reuter installed a 
cable in Ireland from Cork to Crookhaven so that during the 
Civil War the news brought by steamers from the United 
States might be ‘known a few hours before their arrival in 
Liverpool. 

Julius Reuter conducted his agency as a family affair until 
1865, in which vear he formed the Reuters Telegram Company 
and Bernhard Woolfl. The latter, who in 1849 began the first 
news agency in Germany, named Wolff's Telegraphen Bureau

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MAN-POWER 


THE Prime Minister's speech in Parliament this week, 
in which he outlined the measures proposed to extract 
the maximum national man-power, began with a state- 
ment of the utmost significance for the Jewish Army 
project. “The crisis of equipment,” said Mr. 
Churchill, “is largely over, and an ever-broadening 
flow is now assured. The crisis of man-power and 
woman-power is at hand and will dominate the year 
1942." And as he proceeded to elaborate this  state- 
ment, it was clear that he envisaged this problem of 
meeting the demand for the enrolment in the Armed 
Forces of more and more men as one which will very 
soon become acute. The measures, now well known, 
which he outlined, including the most extensive use of 
women’s services in the national effort, very emphatic- 
ally testified to the approaching shortage. 

These two basic points in his speech, the fact that 
equipment is at last forthcoming and that itis now a 
problem of finding the men for the weapons instead of 
the weapons for the men, clearly reopens immediately 
the whole question of the establishment of a Jewish 
armed force. Lord Moyne has frankly declared that the 
obstacle to the creation of a specifically Jewish unit was 
not political, but practical, and was, in fact, lack of 
equipment. That impediment, Mr. Churchill announces, 
has now greatly dwindled. The obstacle, therefore, to 
the Jewish Army project is vanishing. And that being 
so, there is no reason why a start should not soon be 
made with the training of Jewish formations. One 
particular value of the Jewish Army project, in the light 
of the situation described by the Prime Minister, is, as 
has been repeatedly explained in these columns, that it 
would open the way for Jews in neutral countries, and 
particularly in the U.S.A., to lend their weight in active 
combat to the cause for which they are eager to fight. 
Only this week we have had a frantic appeal from 
Judge Louis Levinthal, President of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, for the support of the British 
Government for the project; and in times’ of man- 
shortage such an appeal to help must appear as irre- 
sistible as it is welcome. From Argentine Jews comes 
a similar appeal. Now its certainly no time to allow 
minor difficulties to hinder progress. The opportunity 
is at hand for a valuable increment to the British forces, 
and it is’ a clear duty to exploit that opportunity 
without delay. 

It would be misleading to attempt to minimise the 
depressing effects which the recent impressions of the 
Government's attitude to the Jewish Army project have 
created. In this country it has puzzled the Press and 
bewildered all whose attention has turned towards the 
subject. Across the Atlantic, it has chilled many 
young American Jews anxious to throw themselves into 
the present struggle, and mystified American non-Jews, 
who cannot understand why the Jews’ right to fight as 
Jews should be denied by so outstanding a proponent 
of the principles of manly courage as the leader of the 
British war effort. Bewilderment creates confusion, and 
confusion is a fertile soil for all thoSe poisonous weeds 
of pro-Nazism and fifth-columnism that flourish in 
profusion in the United States. 

Certainly the British people cannot buf sympathise 
with the Jews’ yearning to stand up for themselves; to 
nail, so to speak, their own colours to the mast. To 
ask them to fight in all cases under any and every 
standard but their own, to refuse them the power of 
acceptance of a challenge thrown out to them as Jews, 
and to ordain that they must fight anonymously in a 
multitude of armies, must offend the British sense of 
elementary justice, even as it is a grievous affront to 
Jewish self-respect. And self-respect is the condition 
of the respect of others and therefore the condition of 
justice for the Jew when the Peace Conference comes. 

it must be stressed that this matter of a Jewish force, 
for the above reasons, closely concerns all Jews, Jews 
in Britain and abroad, those Jews at present fighting in 
the British Forces who would not in any case decide to 
transfer to the Jewish Force, as well as Jews in other 
lands for whom the Force will offer the only fighting 
chance, assimilated Jews, Englishmen, Americans, and 
what not “ of the Jewish persuasion,” and ardent Jewish 
Nationalists—all are equally concerned because the 
future of their status in the eyes of all civilised men 
would be profoundly damaged if, in fact, no Jewish 
Fighting Force were to emerge. For this reason we 
have consistently urged that it is a blunder to regard 
the whole matter as the exclusive preserve of the Jewish 
Agency—and in the light of recent events to continue 
to do so would now be politically crass. 

This is a war for principies for which the Jews, 
through the ages, have bled. It is unthinkable that the 
Jew alone, in his capacity of heir to these martyrs, 


should be excluded from taking an honourable and 
proclaimed part in the ever continuing struggle. The 
Jewish crisis to-day is at least as great as that of any 
other of the combatants. A_ barbarian tyranny of 
monstrous power has openly sworn to banish the Jewish 
people from Europe or destroy them. It insults them 
with the label “ sub-human,” robs and beats them, and 
thrusts them into foetid ghettoes. They ask to be 
allowed to give, in the very name that is derided and 
slandered, the only answer that men of spirit and worthy 
of regard can return. | 

We have urged the Government to take the initiative 
in the formation of this Jewish Fighting Force. They 
want the men. Recent experience has shown that 
Jewry can offer fighting material second to none. Let 
the Government raise the Jewish banner and call on 
all Jews of all sections, on Jewish leaders of all kinds 
in all lands to bring the best of their efforts to secure 
in this way additional man-power and, if that were 
possible, additional incentive to work Britain's 
cause, which is humanity's cause. If this be done we 
venture to prophesy that the noble example of Jewish 
co-operation displayed in a much smaller crisis in 
Jewish affairs some two years ago will be gloriously 
surpassed, and many of those participating will live to 
see their own work praise them in the gates. 


EIGHTEEN B 

THe Parliamentary debate on this famous Regulation 
added very little to the stream of argument that has already 
poured on to this subject from certain quarters, though it 
elicited a vigorous and unanswerable defence from the 
Minister primarily concerned. -The whole truth of the 
matter is surely to be found in the old tag, “inter arma 
Silent leges.” Everyone, including of course the M.P.s who 
initiated the debate, ts jealous for the liberty of the subject 
and looks upon the binding sanctity of “ habeas corpus ” as 
second only to that of holy writ. But a war of national 
preservation—especially the total war by. which we are 
challenged—-demands that we throw everything, however 
precious, into its prosecution. This has, in fact, been fully 
recognised by the British. people and their Government in 
the present case. Quite early on, ourselves and our posses- 
sions were placed in Government control. Since then we 
have seen one treasured principle after another put in cold 
storage—the right of a worker to choose his own place of 
work, the right of an employer to decide whether he shall 
or shall not employ a particular individual, the right to 
strike or to lock-out, the right to have one’s child with one 
in 4 particular area. And when one reflects that the youth 
are compulsorily taken off to battle, and that even women 
are being conscripted for war work, the power to hold a 
suspected person in detention seems by comparison not a 
very outrageous violation of our privileges. 


In the discussion, the main question was whether a Minister 
should be empowered, subject to Parliamentary criticism, 
to detain on suspicion-—for example, an individual whom 
he regards as a potential quisling. In the light of the havoc 
caused abroad by persoris of this type, such a prerogative 
can surely not be discarded. Patriotic realists would, it ts 
certain, like many of the interned refugees, prefer that it 
should be exercised even against their innocent selves rather 
than that the principle should be renounced and cunningly 
concealed traitors go free. What critics would be better 
justified in demanding is the fullest security for the vindica- 
tion and liberation by legal process of any unfairly suspected 
persons, as soon as Hitlerism is extirpated and without a 
moment of avoidable delay. That would be a reasonable 
reaction to a reasonable anxiety. As it was, some members 
revealed in supporting the amendment a depressing woolly- 
mindedness or a still more depressing solicitude for cheap 
political investment.” 


NEW ORDER IN MIDDLE EAST 

THE recent proclamation by General Catroux of Syrian 
independence has been followed by a similar act in relation 
to the Lebai.on—a country with which, it is worth men- 
tioning, Jews in Palestine have found no difficulty in 
maintaining the most cordial relations. Both States should, 
presumably, now address themselves, with the Free French 
authorities, to the task of clarifying their tripartite partner- 
ship. The only doubtful factor is provided by the Syrian 
* National Bloc,” which, as a TIMES correspondent has 
admitted, is not anxious to join in negotiations, their eyes 
being characteristically and somewhat cynically fixed on 
possible changes of the fortunes of war in the Levant and 
the chances of an Axis victory in those parts. Mr. Eden, 
not long ago, displayed, it will be recalled, a sympathetic 
attitude to the idea of some form of Arab federalism. As 
to that, and the relationship to it of a neighbouring 


Palestine, two things should be said, or rather repeated, at 


this stage. Any group of federated States can only hope 
to succeed if its members and leadership are progressive 
in spirit, for federalism presupposes this outlook, or must 
fail. Further, it can only endure as a federation if it 
banishes all trace of force-politics, whith in the past 
have been principally responsible for the stagnation of 


those parts of the world, and enthrones reason and 


justice in their place. Given such a change, the Jewish 
National Home could not fail to have the prospect of a 
flourishing future. Without it the federation would be only 
a dream about an illusion. One thing is clear. The 
future welfare of the Levant depends upon the collaboration 
of enlightened Anglo-French effort. The refusal of either 
nation to perform its duty of guardianship and education 
must spell disaster. 


TWO WARNINGS 


Here are excerpts from two highly significant articles. 
The first of them is from the pen of the pious Catholic 
philosopher, M. Maritain, and was reproduced in the last 
issue of Time AND Tipe. The second is the work of a writer, 
F. J. Corina, who describes himself as “ neither Christian 
nor Jew, but a Freethinker.” It was recently published in 
the organ of that name. The authors are thus of opposife 
standpoints. But both are agreed on the truly peril 
spread of anti-Semitic mentality to-day. To M. Maritain, 
anti-Semitism, in its many forms and degrees, is “ a spiritual 
disease which to-day, throughout the world, is bursting out 
into a homicidal, myth-making phobia, and the secret soul 
of which is resentment against the Gospel: ‘* Christo- 
phobia.” Mr. Corina is more concerned with the 
phenomenon as it is at work in this country. Referring to 
the well-meaning people who cannot see the alarming in- 
crease in anti-Semitism, he asserts that they need educating 
in “the facts of the Jewish situation in England,” since, in 
the light of his own observations during the past decade, they 
are hopelessly out of touch with present-day tendencies. He 
asserts that “anti-Jewish feeling is on the upward trend in 
this country, There exists a smouldering hatred of the Jew 
that only requires the slightest fanning to become a flame of 
practical persecution . . . and there appears to exist a large 
degree of sympathy with Hitler in his anti-Semitic outlook 
among people who otherwise ardently support the war 
against Germany.” We commend these two statements to 
those members of our own Community who like to paint 
eversthing couleur de rese, who regard others’ fears as a 
species of neurosis, and who like to indulge in the childish 
fallacy that what they dislike cannot be. 


THE NON-JEW'S DUTY 


Jews are often asked by friendly non-Jews what they 
are doing in the way of their own protection. They are, of 
course, as our readers know, far from idle. But their powers 
are for two reasons limited. Their replies to slander are of 
necessity ex parte, and therefore often derided as such, 
Secondly, these replies come from minerities endeavouring 
to fight against hard and inherited prejudice, and their defence 
is either drowned in the noise of the anti-Semitic Inter- 
national’s brass band or largely neutralised by. the mouth- 
to-mouth propaganda in which the Jew-baiters indulge, or by 
their underground activities which, because they are under- 
ground, escape refutation. This job of repelling anti- 
Semitism is not one for a relatively small community alone, 
nor is it merely negative. It is a challenge to the reason 
and conscience of Christians and of all believers in the 
human kind. It ts a positive problem of education. M. 
Maritain. realises this acutely. Alluding to Vichy’s enrol- 
ment in this beastly cult at the crack of the Nazi whip, he 
tells us that it is not only in thinking of the Jews, but of 
France, that he feels “ horrified by the anti-Semitic corrup- 
tion of souls” that is being furthered in that country by a 
leadership which still dares to speak of honour, ~“ It is also 
for Christianity that I fear,” he cries, and he goes on to say 
that perhaps the danger is greater in countries which have 
not yet experienced Nazi'terrorism. “ Anti-Semitism carries 
in itself, as in a living germ, all the spiritual evil of Nazism.” 
“ Anti-Semitism,” he exclaims, “-is the moral Fifth Column 
in the Christian conscience.” 


But against this terrible menace, governmentally organised 
as never before even in Jewish history, there are no govern- 
mental steps for protection, and even the efforts of private 
citizens, honourable as they are, amount only to a pale 
flicker in a deep and cavernous darkness. When has any 
authoritative Ministerial spokesman. publicly refuted the 
ghastly lie about the supposed “ Jews’ war”? We can recall 
no instance. It is all very well to proclaim an Atlantic 
Charter. But how implement it, later on, in a world whose 
religion has been. poisoned by a foul campaign and whose 
minds and characters have been allowed beforehand to be 
sodden and corrupted by teachings which make of a human 
charter a sham and a predestined failure? 


FIGURES 


THe announcement has been made that steps are being 
taken to create a Statistical Bureau, a scheme being in 
preparation in.conjunction with the proposals of the T.A.C. 
This at least shows that a very old idea, never so urgently 
needed as now, is at last receiving some measure of practical 
attention. For this, much is due to the T.A.C.’s 
initiative. It is a question, however, whether this body, 
for all its enthusiasm, is quite the ideal one for the purpose 
in view. It is, pre-eminently, a protecting organisation, and 
as such has its hands full. It cannot possibly possess the 
experience and the specialised ability for statistical investi- 
gation to which the Jewish Health Organisation, for example, 
can justly lay claim. Nor can its own labours be prejudiced 
—rather the reverse—by having the factual ammunition 
upon which it relies handed in from other and expert 
quarters instead of having itself to toil in its collection. 
After all, the work of a Jewish Statistical Bureau far trans- 
cends the sphere of activity with which the T.A.C. is 
directly concerned. One hopes, therefore, that some broad- 
minded and friendly arrangement, placing the functions of 
the Bureau on the shoulders best fitted to carry them, will 
be considered and in due course reached. Mention of the 
Jewish Health Organisation calls attention to the fact that 
remarkably little has been heard of these most useful people 
since the war. They continue, no doubt, to struggle 
gallantly with the work of the clinic for which they are 
responsible. Whether they are still representative of the 
“ Ose” element in the “ Ort-Ose ” work since that complex 
has passed through the crucible of events is not so clear. 
But the J.H.O.’s record of statistical work still remains 
unchallenged in Anglo-Jewry.

After the recommendations of the Council's Executive had 
been outlined by Councillor A. Moss and discussed, it was 
decided that the Appeal should be for the sum of £50,000, forty 
0 cent. of which would be allocated to the Manchester Victoria 

emorial Jewish Hospital towards the building of a Nathan 
Laski Memorial Wing. The remaining 60 per cent. would go 
towards the establishment of a Bursary at Manchester University 
in memory of Mr. Laski, the erection of a building to cover 
every aspect of Jewish education in Manchester, and the pro- 
vision of a communal centre for the Manchester Jewish 
Community. 

The Council decided, as a mark of respect for the late Mr. 
Laski, to leave the office of President vacant until the next 
annual election meeting.

A Self-Appointed Censorship ? 


Early in the proceedings a virulent attack was made on Tue 
JewisH CHRONICLE correspondent by Mr. M. Morris (Hon. 
Secretary of the Congregation), who remarked that reports of 
those proceedings appeared in the Press, reports which he 
described as “ garbled and erroneous’ and in which “ Black- 
pool Jewry was shown in a bad light.” He read a report of a 
previous general meeting of the Benevolent Society, and cried, 
“It's a lie! * and demanded that the Chairman (Mrs. Shaffer) 
should “direct that no report leaves this room unless passed by 
the meeting.” 

The correspondent pointed out that this would constitute an 
infringement of the freedom of the Press, adding that in every 
country where the Press had been muzzled the result had been 
disastrous to the Jews inasmuch as it had been a prelude to 
Nazi control. 

A part of Mr. Morris's attack on the reporter was concerned 
with the account of a Zicnist meeting in Tue Jewisn 
Curonicie, which, in fact, was not the report sent by the Black- 
pool correspondent, but from another source. He also dealt 
with the mention (through a slip) of the passing of an “* annual” 
balance-sheet, when the one issued was for 2}, years, a .point 
about which no controversay of any kind had been raised or 
reported. 


COMMUNISM NO CURE FOR JEWISH 
PROBLEM 


Leeds Zionists’ Debate 


[From our Correspondent] 


A debate between the. Leeds Zionist Society and the Leeds 
Forum was held recently at Bransby Lodge, on the motion, 
“ That Communism is no solution of the Jewish Problem.” 
Mr. Friedman presided. 

Dr. Berkovits, the proposer of the motion, defined the problem 
as not one of anti-Semitism, which is a non-Jewish problem, 
nor one of suffering. but that of a nation of 16 million people 
without a home. Communism, he said, offered (a) equality 
and the end of anti-Semitism, but did not give us a home; 
(b) a classless society but not a society without nations; (c) a 
solution of economic problems but national problems; (d) free- 
dom from suffering only, which would make for assimilation 
and the dissolution of the nation. ‘“ Communism,” said the 
speaker, “ will not admit that the Jews are a nation but only 
regard them as an aggregate of people, thus ignoring the basic 
problem and therefore giving no solution. We want equality 
and the means of enjoying it." 

Mr. Douglas, the opposer, said that Communism was the 
solution of the Jewish problem as evidenced by the experiment 
in Biro-Bidian. where free transport, land, housing, and credits 
were offered to the Jews as an inducement to settle there as an 
autonomous unit. Under Communism there would be no Jewish 
problem because there would be no political or racial discrimi- 
nation. He condemned Zionism as narrow nationalism that 
sought its own ends at the expense of others. Internationalism 
as defined by Communism was the solution 

Mr. Lynn said that Communism offered the liquidation of the 
Jews—this was not a solution but annihilation. Mr. Davies 
said that Communism, by eliminating all classes, climinated all 
problems | 

Following a discussion, during which Dr. Berkovits said that 
Biro-Bidjan was a failure and Jews were returning from there 
in spite of all inducements, the motion was put and carried 
by a large majority.

ORT TRAINING CENTRE AT CHESHAM 


Dr. J. Maitlis, Director of the Ort Vocational Training Centres 
of England, addressed a gathering of students and their friends 
at the Ort Vocational Traming Centre, Chesham, on Sunday 
’ The Rev. Mr. Block, Chairman of the Centre, presided 

Dr. Maitlis explaimed that the Ort had established a big 
Training School in Berlin. and before the war this was trans- 
ferred to Leeds. They had brought there some hundred boys 
who were trained in engineering trades, and many of whom 
had now been absorbed into British industry. They had to-day 
125 trainees at the Leeds Centre, mainly women who were 
being trained in tailoring and kindred trades, and also many 
Chalutzim who had found work at the Hachshara Centres not 
satisfactory. They had from eight to ten bos from the 
Bachad Centre. 

They did not ask the Jewish Community for money, but they 
wanted to earn recognition of the importance of the work they 
were undertaking in providing for Jewish youths, for refugees 
and for all who wanted to avail themselves of the means of 
becoming useful and productive citizens 

The Rev. Mr. Block appealed for more pupils for the Chesham 
Centre. Here three daily sessions of dressmaking and millinery 
classes are held, morning, afternoon, and evening. They include 
lessons in every branch of dressmaking, cutting, tailoring, and 
the use of power machines. A first-class instructress is in 
charge, and the most scientific methods are used for training. 

Dr. Maitlis invited questions, and in answer to an inquiry 
as to why the organisation now termed itself the “ Ort,”’ and 
not the “* Ort-Ose as formerly, said that the official title of 
the organisation was still the Ort-Ose, and that the Ose occupied 
itself exclusively with questions concerning the health of the 
Jewish people.

IN PRAISE OF REFUGEE “ PIONEERS ” 


“Somewhere in Scotland” ts a company of the Auxiliary 
Pioneer Corps which is composed entirely of refugees from 
Nazi oppression. In a talk I recently had with Captain D. C. 
Abrahams, an officer in the company, he said that the men had 
attained an exceptionally high standard of efficiency. All the 
men were of unusually fine physique and were above the 
average intelligence. hey were all animated by one desire— 
to do all in their power to bring about the overthrow of Hitler. 


Addressing a meeting of the Glasgow Branch of the Poale 
Zion recently, Mr. Nathan Jackson, Secretary of the 
British Poale Zion, said that the whole future of the Jewish 
people depended on the planning now otf a weéll-directed and 
well-supported Zionist movement in this country. They must, 
he said, cease to think in terms of 1917-41; they must think 
in terms of 1942. Jews were. a part of the vortex,of swirling 
humanity, and if they did not do something themselves they 
would perish in the wharlpool. Mr Jackson stressed the

REFUGEES 
INTERNEES RELEASED IN CANADA 


Twenty-eight young German-Jewish refugees taken from 
England and interned in Canada since July, 1940, have been 
released from internment in order to continue their studies at the 
Universities of Montreal, Toronto, and Kingston. 

Their release was obtained through the intervention of the 
Central Committee for Refugees in Canada and the United 
Jewish Refugee and War Relief Agencies, and was granted only 
after sponsors had undertaken to cover the cost of maimtenance 
and upkeep of the students during the period of their studies at 
the universities. 

Another group of 62 student refugees will be released as soon 
as the additional number of sponsors is obtained. 

An increase in rates of pay Yo interned Jewish refugees in 
Canada has been announced in the House of Commons in 
Ottawa. Previously the internees were paid 30 cents a day. 

From their meagre income the interned refugees in one camp 
recently decided to contribute one week's pay towards the relief 
of their more unfortunate brothers abroad. Their collection 
totalled over $428, which- was sent by them to the Federation of 
Polish Jews. 


PIONEERS’ GENEROUS EFFORT 


There is probably no page in history which presents such 
a picture of generosity as the manner in which support was 
given by Jew and non-Jew to the refugees trom Nazi 

*rsecution, 

“oe refugees have recognised the debt they owe, but the 
most striking example is that afforded by a company in the 
Military Pioneer Corps, composed of refugees who have 
decided to make a monthly contribution to the Oxford Refugee 
Committee. which already has benefited to the extent of over 
"£37 in two months. ied 

This company (which served in France and survived the 
Dunkirk evacuation) is often split up, and to overcome the 
difficulty, a. collector was appointed to each section and 1s 
responsible for collecting fiom his fellows in his particular 
section, and for transmitting it to company headquarters. The 
men decided that the money should be devoted to the care of 
children. and the aged and sick. A concert by the company's 
band (which has already been heard on the wireless) is being 
organised to help swell the funds. 


During. an “Aid for Russia week, the Council of Austrians in 
Great Britain, the Austrian Centre and Young Austria, held 20 
meetings and performances and two exhibitions which were 
attended by 5,000 people. Moncey came in from pioneer camps, 
forestry workers’ hostels, and Austrian ahd German workers’ 
groups in the various war factories, as well as from refugee 
women in the A.T.S. and military women’s organtsations. 


Allied nationals who bring money into Britain and re-emigrate 
will be permitted in future to take their money with them, says 
the Daity Sketcu. In the past, the rule was that if they worked 
here during their stay they forfeited the right to take their 
money. out. Amended regulations permit them to take the 
money so long as they do work given them by an official labour 
exchange and not work arranged privately.

Evacuation from Middlesex Street, E.C. to Cambridge- 
shire has not lessened the enterprise of the Jews Free 
School. 

At Ely the Jews’ Free Boys’ School carry on a. varied pro- 
gramme of educational and sports activities. They have 
sports contests with -neighbouring schools and they join in 
arranging entertainments in aid of local charities. Among the 
classes are pottery, basketry, and hairdressing. For the last, 
the ™ staff of efficient assistants have ” (says "the “ Hereward 
Hall Gazette,” the school magazine) “ converted the class into 
a saloon and their skill has immensely improved the personal 
appearance of the boys.” 

At the Jews’ Free Central School, at Isleham and Soham, 
the boys are making a valuable contribution to the war eflort 
by their work on the land . 3 

They. have turned what used to be a barren piece of land 
into a productive area, have singled acres of sugar beet, raised 
chickens, grown 300 Ib. of tomatoes under glass, and made 
a rock garden. Their visiting mothers (from London) go back 
laden with vegetables. 

Writing in their Evacuation Magazine, the boys say: “ We 
have met with acres before, in sums. But we never realised 
what a big area 1} acres is when it has to be dug and dug 
deep. Live and learn.” In the school garden and plot, this 
summer, was “a wealth of peas, beans, lettuces, potatoes, 
carrots, and onions—in fact the only thing one cannot find 
is a weed.” 

The Ministry of Health has cxpressed its pleasure at hearing 
of the way in which evacuees, such as the Free School boys, 
are settling down in the countryside.

CYRUS ADLER) 


Autobiography of a Famous Jew 


I Have Considered the Days. By Cyrus Apter. The 
Jewish Publication Society of America, 1941.

The life of. Cyrus Adler comprises a large slice of con- 
temporary Jewish history—as far as America goes, a very large 
slice. He belonged to that remarkable and long-lived genera- 
tion who came to the fore in the eighteen-eighties, were out- 
standing by the cighteen-nineties, and remained dominant figures 
for the best part of half a century. Thus his activity stretched 
throughout that period in which American Jewry grew so 
suddenly to its present vast dimensions, established its nexus 
of great institutions for external as well as internal activities, 
and came to fill the overwhelming rdle in Jewish life that it 
does to-day. 

In almost all of these developments—benevolent, cultural, 
political, literary—Cyrus Adler played a prominent and some- 
times a dominant part. He was at the head, and in most 
cases a founder, of the American Jewish Historical Society, 
the Jewish Publication Society of America, the Jewish Welfare 
Board, the Jewish Theological Seminary of America, the Dropsie 
College, the United Synagogue of America, the American Jewish 
Committee, the American branch of the Jewish Agency, and 
so on. It is said that when. his daughter went to school she 
gave her father’s profession as “ President.” In addition, he 
was one of the Editors of the Jewish Encyclopaedia and of 
the American Jewish translation of the Bible: while he worked 
in the closest collaboration with men such as Jacob Schiff, 
Louis Marshall, Felix Warburg and so on, in America, and 
Lucien Wolf and Sir Osmond d’Avigdor Goldsmid on _ this 
side of the Atlantic. 


Pre-1914 U.S.A, 


Few persons in our day have been so intimately concerned 
with Jewish public life over such a long period: and his own 
account of his manifold activities, completed not long betore 
his death, 1s a contribution of first importance to the history 
of the Jews in our day; It will be impossible tor any person 
who deals with the contemporary Jewish scene henceforth to 
overlook his account of the reorganisation of American Jewry 
in the decades immediately preceding the war of 1914-18, the 
work of the Jewish delegations during the Peace Conference 
in Paris, the genesis of the Jewish Agency, and so on. He 
was first in England in 1890, where he became acquainted with 
Abrahams, Schechter, Montefiore, Jacobs, and-the rest of that 
brillant galaxy, and carried the invitation from Mayer Sulz- 
berger to Israel Zangwi!ll which resulted in the writing of “ The 
Children of the Ghetto.” This was the first of many visits, 
and the sidelights on Anglo-Jewish life in this book are most 
interesting. 

The last glimpse is as recent as 1934, when he was ereatly 
impressed by the personality and learning of Mrs. Flora Sassoon 
and visited Jews’ College at its new home in Woburn House 
“| cannot help but register the feeling that fit] has not 
benefited by being transferred,” he writes. “| think its old 
quarters in the days of Professor Friedlander had much more 
dignity.” (Incidentally, one wishes that the Jewish Publication 
Society would make a point of submitting those of its publi- 
cations which touch on this country to expert revision: this 
would have prevented such solecisms in this volume as a 
reference to “ Lord Alfred M. Melchett.”’) 

Fascinating though the volume is, it does not. quite live 
up to the promise of the early chapters. The story of Cyrus 
Adler's yauth and upbringing, the pen-pictures of his. teachers. 
and the loving account of the appointment at the Smithsonian 
Institute which started him almost accidentally on his subse- 
quent brilliant career, are not only far more detailed. but also 
far more vivid, than the pages which describe the achievement 
of his maturity. The work has left in the mind of one reader 
at least the impression that to the end Cyrus Adler, the manvy- 
sided and indefatigable leader of American Jewry. was at 
heart a Museum man. 


THIS “ BETTER GERMANY ” CRAZE 


A Dangerous Distortion of the Facts 


Die deutsche Walpurgisnacht. By Dosio Korrcer. 
Lincolns-Prager Ltd.

The author has compiled quotations from the great German 
poets and thinkers and from them produced a play pleasant 
to read, in which the Germany of to-day and the ™ better 
Germany ” confront each other. In the preface to this little 
book, Mr. Wickham Steed writes: “ The abiding merit of Dosio 
Koifler’s incisive and illuminating pages is that they call up the 
Spifits of great Germans to remind the barbarised generation 
ot to-day and io teach the less perverted generations of the 
future where to look for loftier ambitions and higher ideals 
than those with which Hitler and his forerunners have debased 
the German soul.”’ 

There is no doubt about the merit to which Mr. Steed points, 
and every one reading this booklet will enjoy the shrewdness 
of the compilation. But the real problem of the popular 
“ better Germany ” slogan its not tackled. That problem is 
whether the “ better Germans”. themselves are not equally 
guilty for the fact that politics in Germany have always led 
to barbarism. It is obvious in the cases of Fichte and Nietzsche. 
But against all the representatives of German idealism can be 
brought the charge that was levelled against Kant. Kant planted 
deep into the soul of the Germans the roots of good will, while 
abandoning their bodies to the drill-sergeant. f course, there 
may be a “ better Germany.” But the grossly overstressed 
distinction between Hitlerite Germany and some ™ better 
Germany " can itself become a typically German and dangerous 
ideology. 

Goethe and Hitler—that is Germany. A spirituality which 
does not care for politics, and politics which do not care for 
the spirit. 


lr | Forcer THee is an anthology, edited by Ephraim Broido, 
in the Jewish Pioneer Series, published for Hechaluz and the 
Jewish Youth Institute (77, Great Russeli Street, W.C.1), price 
Is. It comprises an interesting selection of extracts expressive 
of Jewry’s undying faith in the return to Zion.

JEWISH BACKGROUND 


Social and Cultural Sources 


Shechita. By Jeremisn J. Burman, D.H.L. Bloch 
Publishing Co., New York. $4.50,

The sub-title of this book “A Study in the Cultural and 
Social Life of the Jewish People,” is a correct description of the 
contents, Using the observance of Kashrut as his starting point, 
the author gives a live picture of the Jewish communal life 
which has grown, in the past, and is, in the present, function- 
ing out of this fundamental flaw of Judaism. 

The work is an able exposition of the positive values, both 
individual and communal, arising out of Jewish dictary laws. 
It ably demonstrates how these laws—far from making Judaism 
“a religion of the stomach "—have been directed towards a 
disciplining of the animal functions, and can claim to have 
opposed the dominion of food over the lives of observant Jews. 
It also shows how Jews were induced by their observances 
to organise themselves into congregations, and how the laws 
acted as links keeping together the dispersals of Israel in all 
their wanderings. 

In 467 pages of exhaustive and pleasant reading, the writer 
covers a wide field of Jewish history, law, and organisation. 
In the survey of Shechita in early times, the author manipu- 
lates the vast Talmudic literature with considerable discretion. 


~He chooses ably among the Rabbinical Responsa and shows 


how much valuable historical data are to be found in this branch 
of Jewish scholarly literature. The chronological viewpoint ts 
retained -by the addition of dates to every Rabbinical author 
cited, 

In an enlightening sketch of Sbechita in the New World, we 
get a glimpse of the lack of eflective communal organisation 
among the vast Jewish population of the Americas—this, in 
spite of State Kasher laws and repeated laudable Jewish attempts 
to create a Chief Rabbinate and centralised Kashrut Boards. 
The position im America, which the author deplores, ts in 
Striking contrast to the united organisation in modern Palestine, 
which is also reviewed. Readers in this country will find satis- 
faction. in contemplating the- comparatively well-established 
ehligious institutions of Anglo-Jewry 

[his book bears irrefutable testimony to the eflicacy of 
communally controlled religious activities. Under such a system, 
kashrut is observed and ts a means of both unity and material 
resources for the upkeep of Judaism. , 

Ihe prophylactic effects of Shechita, besides other cognate 
observances, are also considered, and there ts a chapter dealing 
with the humaneness of the Jewish method. The whole book 
gives an excellent eview of the far-reaching religious,. ethical, 
and sociological implications of the Jewish dictary laws. 


WEIMAR AND THE LANDLORDS 
Why the German Republic Fell. Hogarth Press. 2s. 6d, 


Reviewed by G. Warburg 


The title of this little book of 177 pages ts rather confusing, 
if not misleading. The book ts actually a collection of 28 
articles of varying length, and only the first of these. which is, 
indeed, the longest (22 pages), deals with the problem: Why 
the German Republic fell. This article is by Bruno Heilig, a 
refugee journalist from Austria, who before the Nazi ‘regime 
held various responsible positions on dillerent papers of the 
moderate Left, both im Germany and Austria. He has also 
acted as foreign correspondent for his papers in Hungary and 
the Balkans, and was tor some time Vienna correspondent of 
THe Jewtsu CHRONICLE. 

he problem which he trices t | ult one, 
which can hardly be fully expounded in .22 pages. Thus, 
Heilig's article ts necessarily only a short summary, dealing 
practically with only one aspect of the whole problem: the 
part played by landed property, both rural and urban, in the 
collapse of the Weimar Republic. 

The book has been edited by.the “Land and Liberty ” 
Association,. which sees the source of allt evils in the land 
monopoly system. Mr. Heilig’s article, too, is coloured by this 
bias. Even if every fact. mentioned in this article may be 
accepted at its face value, the misuses of landed property under 
the republican regime are not. sufficient to explain why the 
Weimar Republic collapsed and made way for the Nazis. while 
other countries where the land monopoly system also prevailed 
were able to withstand the impact of the crisis. Heilig’s article 
may be interesting, but it hardly explains why the German 
Republic fell. | 

The other articles in the book deal with a wealth of problems 
centred round the land issue. 


LOB 
A Rare and Gentle Spirit 


A rare and gentle spirit was lost to us by the death through 
enemy action in a blitz on Manchester at the beginning of the 
year of Hyman Lob, Mathematics Master at the Manchester 
Grammar School. It was symbolical of all Lob’s life that he 
died while in the service of his fellow-men—he was on duty as 
an ai-raid warden when the fatal bomb fell. 

Lob, who was a Londoner by birth, and an Honours graduate 
and prizeman of Cambridge, joined the staff of the Man- 
chester school in 1908, and served there, except for a year at 
training college and almost five years as an officer on active 
service in the last war, until his death. He became a legend 
at the school even in his lifetime, and the esteem and affection 
in which he was held by staff and boys have found expression 
in an illustrated memoir issued by the school (* H. Lob, 1908- 
1941"), a memoir which will be treasured by those many who 
came under his influence. 

In later years he grieved much over the Hitler persecutions 
of the Jews—a fact which is touched on sympathetically by the 
writer of the memoir—and (as the.writer of this note has 


reason to know from personal correspondence) he devoted a- 


good deal of thought to what one has come to know as 
“Jewish defence.” The memoir, however, in no case mentions 
the real spring of Lob’s attitude, his own Jewishnéss. But 
perhaps one should not cavil at that; Manchester is a famous 
liberal city, where in the most cultured circles and in the most 
honest circles a man can depend on a personal valuation, with 
no thought of differentiation on account of sect or religion. 
Some day, a happy day, that ideal may seep into the minds 
of those in other places.

A Mischievous Generalisation 
WORTHY OF A MEDAL FROM GOEBBELS 


The following extract is reprinted from “The Dark 
House,” a novel by Warwick Deeping, published by 
Cassell this year: 

“ Ruggles, the night porter, who went on duty at 7 o'clock, 
and who remained in charge of the college doorway until 
7 o'clock next morning, occupied a kind of sentry box in the 
college vestibule .. . 

“* Ruggles’s other responsibility was the maternity bell, for the 
maternity clerks lodged in the college, and had to be called 
when a message came in. Ruggles both loved and loathed that 
bell. It rang at all hours, and sometimes several times a night, 
and Ruggles and the bell played a game with each other. The 
bell-ringers displayed a varying temperament and_ technique. 
When the bell rang vigorously and insistently, Ruggles would 
gct out of his box like a fierce dog preparing to enjoy administer- 
ing a fright. He could tell a dago or a Yid when he heard 
that bell ring in a particular way. 

“It rang that evening about three minutes to nine, and 
Ruggles got out of his box with his teeth showing in his beard. 
He tiptoed to the door, and opened it suddenly and fiercely. 
Lhe expected figure stood revealed on the doorstep. tt wore a 
huge bowler hat, a long black overcoat almost down to its feet. 
It had a sallow face, and a hook nose, and a black retriever 
beard. It lisped. 

“* The doctor, pleath, mithter, at once, pleath.’ 

“It tendered a card, but Ruggles did not look at the card. 
He held a large @t close to the Hebraic nese. 

“* Here, you foot it, Moses. Shin off, and don't you show 
yer ruddy face ‘ere for a week, or Ill smash it. Get out.’ 

“ The Jew cringed and whimpered. 

“* But I vant the doctor, pleath. My wife——’ 

“Ruggles put a large hand on the creature's chest, and 
pushed him off the doorstep. 

‘"ook it, and come back in a week, Slimy. This ain't 
Jericho. Blow off,” and he slammed the door. 

“ Sentimental people might have been shocked by Ruggles’s 
seeming brutality, but then Ruggles knew that gentlemen of 
Hebrew persuasion arrived imeconsiderately on that doorstep 
days before the babe was due. They: were prepared to cause 
you infinite trouble, without paying for it. They were both 
servile and sedulous. Also, Ruggles knew that the young 
gentlemen cursed whenever a Jewish card came in. It meant 
squalor and hysterics, and hours of procrastination, and squeals 
and old women clawing at you on the stairs. And the young 
gentlemen were grateful to Ruggles when he drove Israel from 
the door, or clumbered upstairs and made the happy announce- 
ment: 

“ * Case, sir, name of Smith.’ 

“* Good biz. English. 

Yessir. Not 40 ruddy years in the desert!’ 

“* Evening, sir.’ 

“There were certain people to whom Ruggles gave a military 
salute, and Dr. Richmond was one of. them. 

** Evening, Rugeles. Babies booming? ’ 

“ Ruggles grinned 

“*One Shyloek, sir” 

“* Sent him off with a bee in his beard? " 

That's about it, sir.’

UNION OF ORTHODOX HEBREW 
CONGREGATIONS 


Present-day Religious Problems Discussed 
[COMMUNICATED] 


A meeting of the Rabbinical Council of the Union of Ortho- 
dox Hebrew Congregations was held recently at the Ben Zakkai 
Rooms, Green Lanes, N. The meeting was attended by 33 
rabbis of affiliated synagogues, and Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld 
presided. 

A number of religious problems confronting Orthodox 
Jewry to-day were considered, among them being the use of 
food preparations with doubtful ingredients; times for tefillin; 
shaatnes; taharat hamishpacha; and communal rcorganisation. 

The details of a booklet on the laws of Jewish married life 
were considered by: the meeting. The booklet is being pub- 
lished by the Rabbinate and will be supplied to rabbis and 
ministers for distribution. An appeal drawing. attention to 
the need for greater care in shaatnes, kashrut, and taharat 
hamishpacha is to be issued. 

The care of needy clergy whose congregations had suffered 
through war conditions was discussed, and it was decided to 
lend every support to a fund which was being organised for 
this purpose.

WRESTLING DISPLAY AT MACCAB!I HOUSE 


London Maccabi staged its most ambitious sports programme 
since the war at Maccabi House, 73, Compayne Gardens, 
N.W., on Sunday. 

The programme consisted of an international amateur wrest- 
ling match (England v. Scotland); exhibitions of Judo (which ts 
a form of Ju-jitsu); weight-lifting; self-defence against knife, 
stick, or pistol attack; posing and muscle control; and a dis- 
play of catch-as-catch-can, Cumberland and Westmorland 
ne of wrestling. The exhibitions were given by British 
champions whose artistry and litheness amazed the large 
audience. It was as far removed from the type of wrestling 
so familiar in halls throughout the country just prior to the 
war as chalk is {fom cheese. That form of entertainment had 
only the grunts, groans, and grimaces of its performers to 
recommend it. 

Mr. Gray, an official of the National Amateur Wresiling 
Association, under whose auspices the tournament was held, 
explained the various holds and acted as, referee in the inter- 
national contests. Most of the contestants were members of 
the Metropolitan and Scotland Police Forces. Professor 
Kousimi and Mr. Mossom, the leading exponents of Judo in 
this country, gave an exhibition of their art and three members 
of the Maccabi Judo Section took part. Mr Schlanger, a 
member of Maccabiy who competed in the Maccabiad in Tel-Aviv 
in 1933, also took part in the exhibition of wrestling. He was 
European champion in 1932. a representative of Austria in 
the Olympic Games in Amsterdam in 1928, and was Austrian 
champion 12 times, competing as a feather-weight and light- 
weight. 

Fred Oberlander, British heavyweight wrestling champion, 
had as his opponent in the international match A. Dudgeon, 
20-stone champion of Scotland. Oberlander, the lighter by 
4 stone, gained the fall and the verdict in 1! min. 31 secs., 
and thus repeated the victory he gained over Dudgeon 


on the previous day when they met at Enfield at a 
tournament for war workers when 4,000 persons § were 
present. Mr. J. Salmon, a Vice-Chairman of the Maccabi, 
said of Mr. Oberlander, who was largely responsible for 


arranging the programme, that they were proud of him as a 
member of Maccabi and as British heavyweight champion 
By means of their sports sections they were promoting better 
understanding between Jew and non-Jew.

CAREERS ADVICE 


The Ministry of Labour and National Service has, in agree- 
ment with the General Post Office, made arrangements to with- 
draw mobile young women within the registration age groups 
employed in the manipulative grades, for transfer to the 
women’s auxiliary services or munitions works; The Post 
Office will not im future recruit for telephone, telegraph, or 
counter work women aged 20-25, and for postwomen and 
sorters women under 30. Post Office engineering work will in 
future be included in the ‘ist of vital war work to which 
women coming within the registration age groups may be 
required to go. 


It is interesting to record other Jewish attempts to direct 
young people into suitable careers and to give them vocational 
guidance. An experiment in this direction is being conducted 
among the group of Jewish evacuee school children in the 
Fakenham district of Norfolk. The boys there publish a cyclo- 
styled evacuation magazine entitled Jem (“Jewish Evacuee 
Magazine "), and in its last few numbers it has contained some 
useful advice on vocations, given by Mr. M. Domnitz, the 
Organising Secretary of the B'nai B'rith Vocational Guidance 
Committee. 


Marine engineering is a branch of the engineering profession 
which is perhaps rather off the beaten track where Jewish 
students are concerned, although the beginnings of a Palestinian 
shipping industry and the now steady work of the maritime 
branch of the Haifa Technion may turn the minds of Jews 
everywhere more to it as a career. In any case, the vital 
importance of marine engineering to any country with preten- 
sions to a marine service cannot be gainsaid. Students in this 
country have the opportunity to qualify for Associate Member- 
ship and Graduateship of the Institute of Marine Engineers (the 
next examinations for these diplomas are on June 1 to June &, 
1942) Studentship may be gained, by sing or obtaining 
exemption from the Common Preliminary ¢cxamination of the 
Engineering Joint Examination Board, which will be held on 
April 14 to 17 and on October 6 to 9, 1942. Details of the 
syilabuses can be obtained from the Secretary, Institute of 
Marine Engineers, 73, Amersham Road, High Wycomibe, Bucks 
A three-vear scholarship, value £100 a year, and intended to 
help the student to a university course, offered by the gencral 
committee of Lloyd's Register of Shipping, will be awarded on 
the results of a competitive examination held by the Institute 
in May next year. (Closing date April 8; age limits, 18-23.)

Jonah was upset because 
he thought that God, after sending him with 
the message to Nineveh, listened to the prayers 
of the repentant people and pardoned them,

Job is shown as the man who remains calm 
and undepressed when bad news follows bad 
news and he is left almost without hope. — It 
is not to be wondered at that if these mighty 
men, whose stories are recorded in the Bible 
for our comfort and guidance, sometimes felt 
* weather-heavy,” that we, too, who are only 
ordinary, people, also get irritated and cross 
and begin to tret even about things that have 
not happened 

Have you seen that motto that. was very 
popular ,At one time, “ Don't worry it may 
never happen 

But, on the other hand, our actions must be 
overned by the thought that we do not live 
or ourselves alone, but for all the countless 
generations that are to come after us. We have 
a part in the history of the future, and to be 
absorbed by the concerns of the moment is a 
very selfish attitude. As Walter Savage Landor 
said, “ Everything that looks to the future, 
elevates human nature.”

ZIONIST FUND-RAISING 


Mr. L. Bakstanskys “sweeping and surprising avowal™ (to 
use your own expression) as to the failure of joint appeals is 
all the more surprising in that the gentleman responsible for 
it has just returned from the United States, where joint appeals 
by various fund-raising bodies have been the rule for a number 


of years. For some time the United Palestine Appeal has. 


existed to raise funds for both the Keren Kayemeth and the 
Keren Hayesod, and by agreement between that body and the 
Joint Distribution Committee a United Jewish Appeal functioned 
also. Similar arrangements could easily be devised to meet the 
needs of Anglo-Jewry. It is to be feared that within the Zionist 
Movement itself there exists an appreciable amount of over- 
lapping. Also, there does seem to be a tendency when Zionist 


appeals are in. progress to sacrifice frugality in administration . 


to big results That is one of the reasons why the more 
specifically Anglo-Jewish appeals suffer in comparison. It needs 
to be impressed upon some of the gentlemen connected with 
the Zionist Movement in this country that the purpose of the 
Palestine funds is to build up the Jewish National Home and 
not to breed a class of professional politicians in the Anglo- 
Jewish Community. It also needs to be impressed upon them 
that the, distance between Great Russell Street and Southampton 
Row is not such as to make it impossible for the bodies located 
there to have their activities more effectively co-ordinated.—

said was that it would be unreasonable to-ask the Zionist funds 
to allocate out of their collections towards the purposes of the

FULL-TIME 


PRODUCTION AND THE CALL TO MARRIED WOMEN 


T is obvious, from the latest Parlia- 
mentary debate and the new legislation 
on woman-power and man-power, that 


production is to be speeded up to a level 
commensurate with the needs not only of 
our own fighting forces but also with those 
of our hard-pressed Russian ally, and a 
further drastic call on woman-power for the 
factory as well as the Auxiliary Services 
will be made. 

The main call will in all probability be made 
on the young married womaa of limited 
domestic responsibility. In organising womaa- 
power the Government is approaching a 
hornet’s nest of difficulties and minor problems. 
Just what constitutes a full-time houschold job 
has never really been determined. There are 
women who have always run their homes with 
a minimum of external assistance and yet 
managed to keep in touch with the career they 
followed before marriage. There are, again, 
women who not only have always relied on 
help in their homes, but who have themselves 
depended and allowed their families to depend 
almost entirely on the services of paid 
attendants. How is it possible for those in 
authority to determine the extent to which it 
is prudent in the national interest to permit or 
to take into consideration these marked 
personal differences in those carrying on the 
nation’s home-making? 

To neglect entirely the needs of the family ts 
obviously a short-sighted policy which will 
ultimately recoil on those anxious to encourage 
the proper care of the future generation. It 
has been wiiely suggested, we know, that day 
nurseries and State-controlied créches be estab- 
lished in greater numbers, staffed by older 
women, so that women with young children 
can be free to do war work. 

The whole question of the transfer of women 
from the home to the factory needs working 
out with a much clearer and more objective 
understanding of the real issues involved. 
Until now men have cither refused to consider 
women’s home difficulties at all, or have so 
sentimentalised the whole problem as to render 
their conclusions utterly valucless. 

The first error has been that of assuming 
that every woman is a born home-maker. 
Quite irrespective of class, economic position, 
or any other consideration, women diller to an 
extraordinary degree in this respect. There 
are often sisters, brought up under precisely 
the same conditions, one of whom makes home- 
like conditions wherever she goes, and the 
other who just does not. Until the sentimenial 
stupidity of moralising on such differences dis- 


appears, it is difficult, if not impossible, to sort 
women out so as to obtain from them to-day a 
maximum national effort. The non-domestic 
woman, if she can and will do a job outside 
the home, and do it well, is entitled to every 
bit as much respect, praise, and commendation 
as her domesticated sister. 

Error No. 2 arises from the failure to take 
into consideration physiological factors. For 
example, the idea that older women should be 
employed to mind little children while younger 
women go into factorics is quite wrong and 
contrary to natural laws. The job of minding 
little children is one which requires the greatest 
possible reserve of pure animal spirits, such as 
is found almost exclusively in women under 40.

Women who ¢ave themselves brought up 
families and spent on their own children all 
those years of extra effort in patience, cheer- 
fulness. and a certain deliberate sacrifice of 
their own adult privileges, are the least suted 
to take on the job of minding the children of 


war-workers. Far better for them to go into 
the factories, which is work that demands the 
kind of steady sustained effort tor which their 
physique has become at their age better surted. 

This fact should have been patent to all il 
the job of home-making had been regarded 
scientifically in the past. It would then have 
been observed that the efficient woman often 
passes through a period of complete absorption 
in her home and her children and out into a 
state where she automatically plans her life to 
be free from home cares. She it ts. who, 
ideally, should be able to hand over to a 


younger woman such duties as still restrain her 
from devoting her entire energy to the nation’s 
war effort. 

Home-making can be a full-timie job at a 
certain time in a woman's life, if she is the 
type of woman who finds in it a congenial 
occupation, and it would simplify matters to- 
day if this were borne in mind and the really 
successful home-maker allowed to carry on the 
good work. But she should not be arbitrarily 
compelled, because of her value in that 
particular part of her life, always to remain at 
home-making. And she should certainly not 
have to look forward, after the proper dis- 
charge of her duties, to a renewed perform- 
ance either in behalf of her own grandchildren 
or, in these days, of the children of another 
woman. 

The non-domestic woman should be relieved 
of the job she has conspicuously failed in, and 
put to work on something better suited to her 
talents. However, if the custom of bestowing 
on the domesticated woman a life-sentence at 
her job gives place to a more enlightened 
approach, there will be fewer bad house-wives

at any time,.and young women will not be 
frightened away from domestic work as they 
have been in the past. 

The Jewish woman whose home has absorbed 
her “entire energies when her children were 
young will often find great benefit to both her- 
self and her growing children if she devotes 
herself to some absorbing work outside the 
home. It has often proved a source of diffi- 
culty for young people that their over-devoted 
mothers have insisted on “ mothering”. them 
long after it was necessary or desirable. Here, 
then, is the cue for the active, eflicient woman 
who can look back on years of splendidly done 
housewifery. She can now direct her energies 
to some form of war work, and give to the 
nation in-its hour of need all those admirable 
qualities of steadfastness and reliability. which 
she has learnt in the school of her own home.

In a letter from Egypt, Bombardier 
Leonard Goldston, son of the Rev. 1. Gold- 
ston, of the New West End Synagogue, has 


some grateful things to say about Cairo 
Jewish Community and théir reception of 
Jewish soldiers. “I cannot tell you how 
wonderful they have been to us,” he writes, 
“how hospitable and kind they are and how 
helpful tco. Nobody was allowed to break 
his fast other than in Jewish company—if 
you weren't invited privately, then you could 
be the guest of the club.” Goldston 
attended the soldiers’ services on Yom 
Kippur, but during the morning he paid a 
visit to the Sefardic Synagogue—and dis- 
covered that the problem of “ decorum ™ ts 
not confined to our own Synagogues! 


. There were four Readers. there,” he says, 


“and each kept bobbing up, reading a 
passage, and then sat down again! ...u 
was like a relay race! They summoned 
hundreds to the Law—no calling up. The 
beadle walks round and waves the bauble 
with a tassel on the end, and that means 
your turn next! No decorum at all, people 
wandering in and out all the time, standing 
in every passnee-way, leaning against the 
Almemar. talking, laughing . . . however, 
it was a shool, and that’s that!”

SOMETHING ON TOAST 


IN every household, it will happen many 
times in the week that somebody waits a meal 
in a hurry, something that can be prepared 
and eaten very quickly. The most useful solu- 
tion to this problem is to have something oa 
toast. The larder will always provide smali 
quantities of left overs that are admirable for 
the purpose. Always use toasted wheatmea! 
bread as the foundation for your savoury 
mixture. 

Here are a few suggestions: 

1. Any left over cooked root vegctables, 
mix with a spoontul of grated cheese, moisica 
with sauce, heap up on toast, sprinkle with 
cheese: lightly brown under the grill. 

Or omit cheese and spread toast with a little 
vegetable extract, 

2. Left over curry (meat or vegetable), mixing 
in a spoonful or two of cooked rice. 

3. Flaked cooked fish, moistened with sauce, 
sprinkle liberally with chopped parsley. Salt 
or smoked fish would be excellent. 


Mince on Toast with Celery 


ALLOW 2 oz, sausage meat, minced meat, or 
liver, and 2 tablespoonfuls finely cut celery 
to each portion, and a little thick gravy, Put 
the meat, celery, and gravy into a small sauce- 
pan, cover and cook over a gentle heat for 
IS minutes, season to taste, pile up on toast 
and sprinkle with chopped parsicy Keep a 
little dred parsicy in a covered container in 
your store cupboard for use when you are in 
a hurry. The quickest way to “chop fresh 
parsicy is to pinch it up between fingers anit 
thumb of left hand and cut with «kitchen 
SETSSOTS. 


Apple Beans on Toast 


THe small haricot beans. when cooked make 
a very useful “ standby “ meal at odd times, 
so have some as a reserve in the larder. Soak 
some of these for 24 hours and when the oven 
in on, cook them in a casserole for 14 hours 
with a sliced apple for each breakfastcup/ul 
of soaked beans, a dessertspoonful sugar, a tea- 
spoontul of mustard, and enough water to 
cover. When required heat up in a saucepan 
adding a little margarine or a spoonful of fat 
leit. over when cooking your sausages. Pile 
up on toast and serve very hot.

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ALICE MODEL NURSERY 


The Alice Model Nursery has issued a report and statement 
of receipts and expenditure for the period April 1, 1939, to 
March 31, 1941. 

At the outbreak of war, says the report, the nursery was 
evacuated under the L.C.C, Scheme to Essex, there to be 
changed from a day institute into a residential one. While war 
conditions had allected i and it had suilered from changes 
of stafl, the town children, on the other hand, had profited 
greatly from the change of environment. 

“ The ruling of the authorities,” goes on the report, “ that 
no new admissions of children under two years shall be enter- 
tained, has tended to keep down the actual nursery group, 
and at present there are only nine children under two years; 
but there are 13 children of schoolroom age, seven of them 
new admissions from various bombed areas, All children are 
billeted out on attaining the age of five; a rule which greatly 
distresses the parents as well as the children, who are so 
happy at the nursery: but under existing conditions in the 
poorer districts of London it is fair to make room for more 
of the * under-fives.’ 

At present there are 22 children being looked after.

MR. J. ARTHUR RANK’S STATEMENT 


The annual general meeting of Odeon Theatres Lid., was held 
on December 2 in London 

Mr. J. Arthur Rank, who presided in the unavoidable absence 
of the Chairman of the Company. Mr. Oscar Deutsch, said: 
Theatre profits are up by £125,000 and Investment Income by 
£45,000, but although interest charges are lower by some £2,000 
we have actually less profits available, as we have to provide 
£175,000 more for taxation. The final amount available, there- 
fore, is less than last year, particularly as we have deemed it 
prudent to provide for contributions under the War Damage Act. 
1.e. £65,000, notwithstanding that they will not be payable 
for some time ahead 

The theatre profits of this Company and its subsidiaries are 
entirely due to the care which was exercised in building up 
the circurt to ensure that no mc‘ter what conditions existed 
in any one locality, the Company's theatres were so placed 
throughout the country as to provide collectively a reasonable 
profit on the capital invested in them, The results are, in 
short, a striking tribute to the foresight of "Mr. Oscar Deutsch. 


THE BOARD'S POLICY 


In his speech -at the last annual general mecting, Mr. Deutsch 
told you that the Board had adopted the policy of keeping 
theatres open to the public, notwithstanding the fact that 
attendances had been severely curtailed. This policy of securing 
the continuity of _our established goodwill has been tully 
justified by the. results, particularly: m the latter part of the 
financial year, for in the earlier- months we suffered, in common 
with-every other cinema proprictor, by reason of the conditions 
which then existed 

When the Company was formed, the circuit of . theatres it 
acquired was, although adequate in number, immature from 
the point of view of full development in the sense ot profit 
earning. In consequence, we are adversely aflected by the 
incidence of excess profits tax, since our increasing trading 
profits are the natural outcome of our development. We are, 
therefore, deprived of those profits which we are entitled to 
expect, taking the long view, and which would have accrued 
to us as a result of the policy on which the circuit was built 
up. I do want to stress that the profits have risen as a 
result of the natural development of the business, in order to 
avoid any impression that Our increase in profit ts mainly 
attributable to war conditions 

Reverting to taxation. | am assured by our Auditors that the 
provision which has been made is fully adequate to meet any 
taxation it may be decided ultimately ts due from us 


THE INROADS OF TAXATION 


In addition to Excess Profits Tax and Income Tax,. the 
Government benefits from the large sums which we collect in 
Entertainments Tax. which is m excess of one and a quarter 
million pounds per annum After providing for the dividend 
on Preference shares, taxation (including Excess Profits Tax), 
and our War Damage contributions, we are leit with only 
£22,000 out of our net profit of over half a million pounds 
I must confess it is not a little galling that despite our efiorts, 
what remains is insufficient to pay a dividend on the Ordinary 
shares if we are to put away, as we should, something to enable 
us to meet any adverse circumstances which the tuture may bring. 

You will not expect me to make any pronouncements as to 
our prospects, but this much | can assure you, that the returns 
which have come in week by week since the end of last year 
show that our goodwill ts not only maintained but daily becomes 
more valuable, In these times it ts more than ever desirable 
that there should be available to all those engaged in the war 
eflort, relaxation and entertainment of the best type, and it is 
our aim to ensure that our theatres shall make available to 
them the best that is to be had in this sphere. There were over 
one hundred million admissions to our theatres in the year 
under review, and the fact that since the end of the financial 
yeas that number is showing a steady increase, leads us to 
clieve that these efforts are Being appreciated and to pride 
ourselves that we are making a definite contribution to the 
war cflort. 

Our staff has been still further depleted by the calls of 
active service. We endeavour as far as practicable, to keep 
in touch with those members of the stafl who are on active 
service and they tell us in terms of the highest appreciation that 
it does enable them to leave their homes, happy in the know- 
ledge that their dependents are relieved from financial worry. 
The calls of active seryice have, of course, diminished very 
considerably the number of staff we have at our disposal, 
which has quite naturally thrown a very heavy burden on. those 
who remain, and who are a striking example of the spirit which 
Mr. Oscar Deutsch has inculcated in the organisation. I do 
desire to place on record the warmest appreciation of the Board 
for their services under very difficult conditions. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 


Investments and Securities

SCOTTISH CHURCH LEADER’S WARNING

The Right Rev. Dr, J. Hutchison Cockburn, Moderator of

THE DORIAN STRING PLAYERS 


The Dorian String Players, whose first public performance 
was reviewed a few weeks ago, gave a further concert at Stern 
Hall on Sunday afternoon. The orchestra played several works 
(one of which, Rymsky-Korsakov’s “ Sostenuto Assai and 
Alegro,”” should have been left in the limbo of musical 
curiosities) and played well, always bearing in mind that the 
standard is that of amateurs. And amateur string tone is not 
always “a thing of beauty and a joy for ever"! The orchestra 
joined forces with the Bayswater Choral Society in Archangel- 
sky's “ Psalm 102 and Mendelssohn's “ Yet Doth the Lord,” 
from “ Elijah.” One may welcome especially the Archangelsky 
work, for this composer, who did nothing much in secular 
music, provided the Greek Orthodox Church with some very 
fine liturgical music, as well as settings of psalms. 

The Rev. Leo Bryll, who conducted the orchestra and choir, 
is evidently the “ life and soul of the party,” for he also sang, 
his repertoire including Borodin’s famous aria from “ Prince 
Mussorgsky’s “Song of the Flea,” and Chaikovsky’s 
“Don Juan Serenade." He misunderstood the Borodin and 
Mussorgsky, which was difficult to forgive; the Borodin was 
too coarse and the Mussorgsky not coarse enough! Here it still 
holds true that the greatest art is that of being natural.
